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Higher Oil Import Tariffs Imposed 


Major Proposals Unveiled . . . 
Avalanche Of New Bills 
Turned In On Final Day

State senators unveiled dozens 


of major legislative proposals in 
Thursday's tenth-day avalanche 
of 171 new bills. 


The proposals, offered en the 


deadline day for introduction of 
bills by individual senators, 
bring the 1975 Legislature's total 
to 527. 


Dozens more will be 


forthcoming later from 
legislative committees. 


Three bills would alter state 


financing for the schools, two of 
them through institution of in- 
come tax support. 


Other bills would legalize 


social gambling, increase in- 
terest rates, authorize the 
issuance of highway bonds, 
exempt food from the state sales 
tax and direct the construciton 
of a new $10 million prison in 
Lincoln. 


There were proposals to limit 


corporation farming, embrace 
no-fault automobile insurance, 
impose a moratorium on the 
construction of nuclear power 
plants and return Fort Robinson 
to the Sioux Indians. 


Other measures would 


authorize limited branch 
banking m Nebraska, propose a 
constitutional amendment to 
limit state and local government 
expenditures and regulate the 
use and development of 
groundwater. 


The Legislature received 121 


new bills during its regular mor- 
ning session, then recessed until 
late afternoon to field its final 
flurry of 50 individual offerings. 


Sen. Jerome Warner of Waver- 


ly proposed in LB506 that an in- 
come tax be used to help support 
local schools.

Sen. George "Bill" Burrows of 


Adams offered LB362, which 
would replace local property tax 
support for the schools with a 
school district income tax. 


And Sen. Herb Duis of 


Gothenburg suggested that state 
aid be gradually increased to the 
point where state revenue pays 
40% of school operation costs. 
His bill was LB368. 


The bill legalizing social 


gambling in the state (LB464) 
was offered by Sen. John 
DeCamp of Neligh. 


DeCamp also proposed in 


LB461 the constitutional amend- 
ment to limit government expen- 
ditures. 


The Banking, Commerce and 


Insurance Committee's LB477 
would sharply increase interest 
rates on installment loans 
exceeding $1,000. 


Sen. Loran Schmit of 


Bellwood proposed LB401, 
which would authorize the 
issuance of $20 million in 
highway bonds. 


Schmit also authored a 


proposed increase in pan-mutual 
taxes (LB396) from 5% to 6%. 
limited branch banking (LB398), 
regulation of groundwater 
(LB435) and a measure, LB397, 
which would base the amount of 
payments for aid to dependent 
children on the Department of 
Public Welfare's minimum stan- 
dards for health and decency. 


The effect of LB397 would be 


to increase ADC payments. 


Sen. Ernest Chambers of 


Omaha introduced LB430, which 
would exempt food from the 
sales tax, and LB424, which 
would hand over Fort Robinson 
State Park to the Sioux Nation 
within 72 hours of the bill's 
passage. 


Chambers also offered a 


proposed constitutional amend- 
ment (LB429) which would 
remove the requirement that at- 
torneys must belong to the bar 
association in order to practice 
law. 


Sens. Roland Luedtke of Lin- 


coln and John Cavanaugh HI of 
Omaha joined in proposing 
LB417, directing construction to 
begin no later than July 1,1976 
on a $10 million medium- 
minimum security prison for a 
maximum of 300 inmates at the 
Men's Reformatory site in Lin- 
coln. 


The reformatory would be 


demolished. 


LB417 also proposes establish- 


ment of a pilot community cor- 
rections program in Omaha. 


Sen. Steve Fowler of Lincoln 


asked for the nuclear power 
plant moratorium in LB439. 


Sen. Wally Barnett sponsored 


LB373, urging creation of a 
Department of Children and 
Youth in state government. 


Other proposals would initiate 


a land use study in Nebraska, 
authorize the establishment of 
health maintenance organi- 
zations in the state and in- 
corporate a cost-of-living es- 
calator in the pay plan for state 
employes. 


State Aid For Students 
Urged By NU President

"I believe the pnvate (educa- 


tion) institutions of this state 
cannot survive, in the long run," 
without a student financial aid 
piogram paid by the state, 
University of Nebraska Presi- 
dent D. B. Varner said 
Thursday. 


"f think the state would be 


substantially damaged if we let 
our private colleges go broke," 
Varner said. "They're 
threatened." 


Varner made the comments at 


a Lincoln meeting of the Volun- 
tary Public Postsecondary Coor- 
dinating Council, whose student 
financial aid committee has 
proposed — after a year in 
development — a bill to pay up 
to $1,000 per student per year, to 
attend the school of his choice. 


Similar Bill Died 


A similar bill died in com- 


mittee in the 1974 Legislature. 
Thursday was the last day 
senators could introduce their 
own 1975 bills. Council member 
Anne Campbell, state education 
commissioner, said the council 
will attempt to get the new bill 
introduced through the 
Unicameral's Education Com- 
mittee. 


Half the states have such aid 


programs, Dr. Campbell said. 
Council member Robert C. 
Schleiger, executive director of 
the State Board of Technical 
Community Colleges, said the 
committee originally proposed a 
$250,000 program, but decided 
on a need of $1 million. 


To be awarded based on in- 


dividual need, the money — as 
envisioned — would pay only for 


tuition and fees. Students at 
public institutions, where tuition 
is lower, could get all their tui- 
tion and fees paid, and students 
at pnvate colleges could get up 
to the full $1,000 toward meeting 
costs. 


Guidelines would be es- 


tablished by a new Nebraska 
Commission on Postsecondary 
Student Aids. 


"I do favor it," Varner told the 


council, whose members include 
representatives of the public 
two- and four-year schools in 
Nebraska. Robert L. Walker, 
State College Board of Trustees 
member, said he would oppose 
the Governor's "1202 Com- 
mission" on higher education 
coordination being appointed to 
administer the financial aid 
program. 


Old Bill Guide 


Last year's unsuccessful 


LB427, which allowed no aid for 
students in proprietary schools, 
was used as a guide for the new 
bill. Its provisions will be 
reviewed with governing boards 
of public postsecondary in- 
stitutions. 


In a related report, the council 


learned that 50% of central 
Nebraska high school graduates 
in 1973 did not continue their 
education, primarily because 
they said they couldn't^fford it. 


NU research director David B. 


Schadt says another 25% said 
they would have pursued higher 
education, if they'd had the 
money. 


That means about 75 of every 


100 of the high school graduates 
in the seven-county area of 
Hastings - Kearney - Grand 
Island were either enrolled in

postsecondary education, or 
planned to be, in preparation for 
careers. 


'Despair' Different 


Schadt expressed surprise at 


the findings of a "relatively high 
college-going rate," and said, 
"We don't come up with the 
same kind of despair" as pic- 
tured nationally for education in- 
stitutions and enfollments. 


Of the number in school in the 


study, half were in traditional 
colleges and about 12% in 
technical community colleges. 
Of those not in school, they at- 
tributed — besides finances — 
the impersonal university setting 
and limited choices as barriers 
to more education, Schadt said. 


Varner interpreted from the 


report, and council members 
largely agreed, that postsecon- 
dary institutions must do a 
better job to inform high school 
students that post-high school 
financial aid is available and to 
explain what programs are 
offered and how they lead to 
careers. 


Jim O'Hanlon, coordinator of 


the council's statutory counter- 
part, the Nebraska Coordinating 
Council for Postsecondary 
Education (1202 Commission), 
will recommend to the governor 
Friday it should operate as a per- 
manent, independent commis- 
sion within state government. 


Nebraska One Of Three 


Nebraska is one of three states 


in the U.S. without such a formal 
coordinating body for postsecon- 
dary education. 


The council also heard a 


report but no recommendations 
on nursing education programs 
in Nebraska. 


The supply of nurses over the 


next decade is projected to fall 
short of the need. In 1974, there 
were approximately 7,500 nurses 
or 67% of the 11,133 need. By 
1984, the State Health Depart- 
ment has projected that ratio to 
increase to 86.6%, or 13,111 
nurses for a 15,133 anticipated 
need.

Recent Blizzard 
Fatal To Wildlife 


Minneapolis, Minn (UPI) — 


Bodies of many pheasants lie 
buried in snow in the north cen- 
tral states. Songbirds have been 
found dead, their beaks frozen 
full of ice and snow. Deer have 
been seen covered with so much 
ice and snow they couldn't 
stand. 


These were some of the results 


of the blizzard that hit the area 
recently and the cold wave that 
followed. Wildlife in Minnesota 
and the eastern Dakotas 
appeared hardest hit. 


But a survey Thursday in- 


dicated wildlife in general in the 
north country survived the early 
winter storm in fairly good 
shape — considering all the 
snow, winds and cold. Michigan 
in particular got off fairly easy. 


Game officials say damage so 


far shouldn't hurt hunting much 
in most of the north. 


Pheasants were among the 


hardest hit An estimated third 
to half of the pheasants in 
southwestern, south central and 
west central Minnesota were 
killed. In South Dakota, the loss 
was about 10-15%. Many 
pheasants died in eastern 


Nebraska and some in 
northwestern Iowa. 


Few deer across the north 


died in the buzzard, but there's a 
chance of starvation in the 
future, especially in northern 
Minnesota, which was hit with 
up to 3 feet of snow. 


"The snow still js fluffy 


enough in northern Minnesota 
for deer to get around, but if a 
crust develops they'll have trou- 
ble moving and feeding," Dave 
Vesall, assistant game and fish 
director of the Minnesota 
Department of Natural 
Resources, said. "And a late 
spnng could cause trouble.'' 


Minnesota deer had it tough in 


the first buzzard. 


Many songbirds were found 


dead in western Minnesota. A 
game official found dead birds in 
his yard, "their mouths choked 
with ice and snow." Many per- 
sons reported dead sparrows, 
chickadees and nuthatches. 


Grouse, squirrels and 


muskrats had a hard time in 
northern Wisconsin. In some 
areas muskrats crawled into 
shallow water and were frozen 
by deepening ice. 


Rebates Help Increase 
Automobile Sales 4 ? % 


Detroit (AP) — Auto sales in 


mid-January were 41% higher 
than in the first 10 days of the 
month, apparently because of 
rebate sales schemes instituted 
to help unload a backlog of un- 
sold vehicles. 


However, sales in the Jan. 11- 


20 period remained 15.4% below 
those 10 days last year and were 
the lowest for that period in 14 
years. Sales for the first 10 days 
in January had been the lowest 
for the period in more than two 
decades. 


The four major car companies 


reported Thursday that sales in 
mid-January were 131,132, com- 
apred with 155,004 in the same 
1974 span and 93,235 in the first 
10 days of 1975. 


Chrysler Corp., which started 


the rebate parade on Jan. 12, 
said its deliveries nearly doubled 
from early January. 


Ford, AMC and GM plans 


offer rebates from $200 to $600. 


Ford said its deliveries rose 


12% over early January, but 
were down 25% from a year ago. 
It said sales of cars covered by 
its rebates were up 31% from the 
previous period. 


General Motors sales rose 54% 


from the previous period, but 
were off 7.3% from a year ago. 
American Motors said sales were 
up 35% from the last period but 
down 46% from mid-January 
1974.

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Ford Acts To End 
Diddling, Dawdling 


Washington (UPI) - President Ford 


grabbed the initiative from the 
Democratic-controlled 
Congress 


Thursday by imposing higher tariffs on 
imported oil as a first step in his 
economic and energy programs. 


The President signed a proclamation 


increasing import fees by $3 a barrel by 
April 1. This will push up gasoline prices 
by at least three cents a gallon, according 
to White House press secretary Ron 
Nessen and Energy Administrator Frank 
Zarb. 


Congressional Democrats moved ahead 


with legislation to delay the tariff in- 
crease. But Ford challenged the law- 
makers to accept this and other parts of 
his energy package or come up with a 
"comprehensive alternative" he could 
accept. 


After signing the proclamation and 


meeting with governors of northeastern 
states concerned about higher prices for 


• petroleum products. Ford held an im- 


promptu news conference outside the 
White House West Wing to explain his ac- 
tion. 


"We have diddled and dawdled long 


enough," he said. "... I think the 
American people want action. We have 
been on dead center for two years. 
There's been a lot of talk but no real ac- 
tion." 


The President signed the proclamation 


in an almost somber atmosphere, with 
only three aides and White House 
reporters present. After urging that 
Congress accept his strategy, rather than 
insisting on proposals for gasoline 
rationing, he walked briskly from the 
room.- 


Ford said his proclamation was "the 


first step down the long and difficult road 
toward regaining our energy freedom." 


Ford's decision would put a $1 tax on 


each barrel of imported crude oil in 
February, $2 in March and $3 starting in 
April and would drive up the price of 
almost every petroleum product in addi- 
tion to gasoline. 


Congressional Democrats, however, 


were already proceeding with moves to 
hold up the President's order. 


House Ways and Means Committee 


members began a move to attach a bill 
suspending the tariff to the debt ceiling 
bill (story on page 2). thus forcing Ford to 
veto his requested debt ceiling increase if 
he wants to go ahead with the planned 
import fee. 


Rep. William J. Green. D-Pa.. chair- 


man of the trade subcommittee, said he 
had not made a final decision, but saw no 
other way to force Ford's hand quickly. 


Committee Chairman Al Ullman, D- 


Ore.. while saying he personally favored 
separate bills, said he thought the com- 
mittee would vote to combine the two 
bills. 


•'If I were to prejudge it. the odds are 


more than even that the committee will 
combine the debt ceiling bill and the oil 
import bill." he said. 


Ullman said he expects the committee 


to complete work on both the debt ceiling 
issue and the oil import question Friday 
afternoon, allowing the House to com- 
plete action late next week. 


•'This proclamation — which is just as 


fair and equitable as the law permits — 
must now be followed by positive con- 
gressional action," said Ford in signing 
the order. 


"The nation needs a fully comprehen- 


sive and long-range energy program — 
one that increases domestic energy 
supplies and encourages lasting conserva- 
tion. To reach our national energy goals, 
we need the help of each American and 
— especially — their representatives in 
Congress." 


The President said "each day that 


passes without strong and tough action. 
which this proclamation is. results in a 
further dram on our national wealth and 
on the jobs it creates for the American 
people. 


Also shut out by Ford were 10 gover- 


nors from northeast and middle Atlantic 
states who came to the White House. 
pleading against the import tax 


The governors, whose states would be 


hardest hit by the levy because of their 
dependence on imported oil, were 
granted an audience with Ford only a 
short time before the signing of the 
proclamation. 


Golden May Decide 
Whether Colin Stays

The Lancaster County Board officially 


reinstated Clement Gaughan to his post 
as public defender Thursday afternoon. 
But the fate of Robert Cobn, re-elected to 
the county commissioner's post last fall, 
is still unsettled. 


Both Colin and Gaughan did not have 


bonds on file when they were sworn into 
office Jan. 9. Under state law, if bonds 
are not on file the office is considered va- 
cant, according to County Attorney Ron 
Lahners. 


The county board is responsible for ap- 


pointing a public defender, but a three- 
person committee composed of the coun- 
ty treasurer (Frank Golden), the county 
clerk (Carl Hartman) and the county at- 
torney (Lahners) must fill a vacant com- 
missioner's post, according to Lahners. 


Deciding Vote? 


Within that committee Golden, a 


Democrat, seems to hold the deciding 
vote. Lahners a Republican, has said he 
will vote for Colin also a Republican, to 
resume the commissioner's post. 
Democrat Hartman Thursday afternoon 
said he "probably will not vote for 
Colin," and Golden said he's "on the 
fence," and does not yet know whether 
he will vote to reinstate Colin. 


In recent weeks, Colin has openly 


shown his displeasure with the way 
Golden has managed the treasurer's of- 
fice. 


The bonds were discovered missing 


Tuesday afternoon when the county 
clerk's office was checking all bonds and 
insurance policies on file, Hartman said. 


Colin's $5,000 performance bond was 


not on file in the Lancaster County Court 
although the bond had been approved by 
the bonding company and mailed from 
Mid-Continent Insurers Inc. to the county 
commissioner's office on Dec. 17. 


"I'm at a loss to know what happened 


to the bond; we've turned this office up- 
side down," said Colin. 


Duplicate Bond 


A duplicate bond was turned into the 


county court Wednesday and Colin's at- 
torney, Robert Crosby, said he will file a 
motion Friday asking the county judge to 
accept the duplicate bond. 


But this legal maneuver may not be 


effective. 


In a similar case in 1895, Lancaster 


County Judge Isaac W. Lansing filed his 
official bond more than 20 days after the 
deadline, and the bond was approved. 


However, the Nebraska Supreme Court 


ruled that there was no authority to ap- 


COLIN . . . in jeopardy. 


prove the bond at that point and that the 
office was vacant. 


In addition to the motion for bond ap- 


proval, Colin will also file a document by 
Monday afternoon showing why the com- 
missioner's position should not be 
declared vacant. 


The three-man committee will then 


decide if the position is vacant, and if va- 
cant, who should fill it, said Lahners. 


Actions Legal 


Though Colin may not have legally 


been holding office since Jan 9, the ac- 
tions of the county board are legal, accor- 
ding to Lahners 


"I don't think there's any problem I've 


researched the law and their deter- 
minations are right," he said. 


Commissioner Bruce Hamilton in- 


directly made a plea for Colin's reinstate- 
ment when the county board met to of- 
ficially appoint Gaughan to the defender 
post. 


When the failure to file a bond is in fact 


a technical failure, then it is the respon- 
sibility of the appointing group to appoint 
the person elected to office, Hamilton 
said. 


Regardless of political parties and even 


if two people are dedicated enemies, "it 
would be grossly irresponsible to defraud 
the electorate 
. . to even consider 


someone else," he said. 


In addition to the missing bond and 


possible loss of office, Colin said he was 
notified Thursday that he will not be paid 
for tos first two weeks in officfc

Major Proposals Unveiled . . . 
Avalanche Of New Bills 
Turned In On Final Day

State senators unveiled dozens 


of major legislative proposals in 
Thursday's tenth-day avalanche 
of 171 new bills. 


The proposals, offered «n the 


deadline day for introduction of 
bills by individual senators, 
bring the 1975 Legislature's total 
to 527. 


Dozens more will be 


forthcoming later from 
legislative committees. 


Three bills would alter state 


financing for the schools, two of 
them through institution of in- 
come tax support. 


Other bills would legalize 


social gambling, increase in- 
terest rates, authorize the 
issuance of highway bonds, 
exempt food from the state sales 
tax and direct the construction 
of a new $10 million prison in 
Lincoln. 


There were proposals to limit 


corporation farming, embrace 
no-fault automobile insurance, 
impose a moratorium on the 
construction of nuclear power 
plants and return Fort Robinson 
to the Sioux Indians. 


Other measures would 


authorize limited branch 
banking in Nebraska, propose a 
constitutional amendment to 
limit state and local government 
expenditures and regulate the 
use and development of 
groundwater 


The Legislature received 121 


new bills during its regular mor- 
ning session, then recessed until 
late afternoon to field its final 
flurry of 50 individual offerings. 


Sen. Jerome Warner of Waver- 


ly proposed in LB506 that an in- 
come tax be used to help support 
local schools. 


fure

Sen. George "Bill" Burrows of 


Adams offered LB362, which 
would replace local property tax 
support for the schools with a 
school district income tax. 


And Sen. Herb Duis of 


Gothenburg suggested that state 
aid be gradually increased to the 
point where state revenue pays 
40% of school operation costs. 
His bill was LB368. 


The bill legalizing social 


gambling in the state (LB464) 
was offered by Sen. John • 
DeCamp of Neligh. 


DeCamp also proposed in 


LB461 the constitutional amend- 
ment to limit government expen- 
ditures. 


The Banking, Commerce and 


Insurance Committee's LB477 
would sharply increase interest 
rates on installment loans 
exceeding $1,000. 


Sen. Loran Schmit of 


Bellwood proposed LB401. 
which would authorize the 
issuance of $20 million in 
highway bonds. 


Schmit also authored a 


proposed increase in pan-mutual 
taxes (LB396) from 5% to 6%. 
limited branch banking (LB398), 
regulation of groundwater 
(LB435) and a measure, LB397, 
which would base the amount of 
payments for aid to dependent 
children on the Department of 
Public Welfare's minimum stan- 
dards for health and decency. 


The effect of LB397 would be 


to increase ADC payments. 


Sen. Ernest Chambers of 


Omaha introduced LB430, which 
would exempt food from the 
sales tax, and LB424, which 
would hand over Fort Robinson 
State Park to the Sioux Nation 
within 72 hours of the bill's 
passage. 


Chambers also offered a 


proposed constitutional amend- 
ment (LB429) which would 
remove the requirement that at- 
torneys must belong to the bar 
association in order to practice 
law. 


Sens. Roland Luedtke of Lin- 


coln and John Cavanaugh in of 
Omaha joined in proposing 
LB417, directing construction to 
begin no later than July 1,1976 
on a $10 million medium- 
minimum security prison for a 
maximum of 300 inmates at the 
Men's Reformatory site in Lin- 
coln. 


The reformatory would be 


demolished. 


LB417 also proposes establish- 


ment of a pilot community cor- 
rections program in Omaha. 


Sen. Steve Fowler of Lincoln 


asked for the nuclear power 
plant moratorium in LB439. 


Sen. Wally Barnett sponsored 


LB373, urging creation of a 
Department of Children and 
Youth in state government. 


Other proposals would initiate 


a land use study in Nebraska, 
authorize the establishment of 
health maintenance 
organi- 


zations in the state and in- 
corporate a cost-of-living es- 
calator in the pay plan for state 
employes. 


State Aid For Students 
Urged By NU President

"I believe the private (educa- 


tion) institutions of this state 
cannot survive, in the long run," 
without a student financial aid 
program paid by the state, 
University of Nebraska Presi- 
dent D. B. Varner said 
Thursday. 


"I think the state would be 


substantially damaged if we let 
our private colleges go broke," 
Varner 
said. "They're 


threatened." 


Varner made the comments at 


a Lincoln meeting of the Volun- 
tary Public Postsecondary Coor- 
dinating Council, whose student 
financial aid committee has 
proposed — after a year in 
development — a bill to pay up 
to $1,000 per student per year, to 
attend the school of his choice. 


Similar Bill Died 


A similar bill died in com- 


mittee in the 1974 Legislature. 
Thursday was the last day 
senators could introduce their 
own 1975 bills. Council member 
Anne Campbell, state education 
commissioner, said the council 
will attempt to get the new bill 
introduced through the 
Unicameral's Education Com- 
mittee. 


Half the states have such aid 


programs, Dr. Campbell said. 
Council member Robert C. 
Schleiger, executive director of 
the State Board of Technical 
Community Colleges, said the 
committee originally proposed a 
$250,000 program, but decided 
on a need of $1 million. 


To be awarded based on in- 


dividual need, the money — as 
envisioned — would pay only for 


tuition and fees. Students at 
public institutions, where tuition 
is lower, could get all their tui- 
tion and fees paid, and students 
at private colleges could get up 
to the full $1,000 toward meeting 
costs. 


Guidelines would be es- 


tablished by a new Nebraska 
Commission on Postsecondary 
Student Aids. 


"I do favor it," Varner told the 


council, whose members include 
representatives of the public 
two- and four-year schools in 
Nebraska. Robert L. Walker, 
State College Board of Trustees 
member, said he would oppose 
the Governor's "1202 Com- 
mission" on higher education 
coordination being appointed to 
administer the financial aid 
program. 


Old Bill Guide 


Last year's unsuccessful 


LB427, which allowed no aid for 
students in proprietary schools, 
was used as a guide for the new 
bill. Its provisions will be 
reviewed with governing boards 
of public postsecondary in- 
stitutions. 


In a related report, the council 


learned that 50% of central 
Nebraska high school graduates 
in 1973 did not continue their 
education, primarily because 
they said they couldn't^fford it. 


NU research director David B. 


Schadt says another 25% said 
they would have pursued higher 
education, if they'd had the 
money. 


That means about 75 of every 


100 of the high school graduates 
in the seven-county area of 
Hastings - Kearney - Grand 
Island were either enrolled in

postsecondary education, or 
planned to be, in preparation for 
careers. 


'Despair' Different 


Schadt expressed surprise at 


the findings of a "relatively high 
college-going rate," and said, 
"We don't come up with the 
same kind of despair" as pic- 
tured nationally for education in- 
stitutions and enfollments. 


Of the number in school in the 


study, half were in traditional 
colleges and about 12% in 
technical community colleges. 
Of those not in school, they at- 
tributed — besides finances — 
the impersonal university setting 
and limited choices as barriers 
to more education, Schadt said. 


Varner interpreted from the 


report, and council members 
largely agreed, that postsecon- 
dary institutions must do a 
better job to inform high school 
students that post-high school 
financial aid is available and to 
explain what programs are 
offered and how they lead to 
careers. 


Jim O'Hanlon, coordinator of 


the council's statutory counter- 
part, the Nebraska Coordinating 
Council for Postsecondary 
Education (1202 Commission), 
will recommend to the governor 
Friday it should operate as a per- 
manent, independent commis- 
sion within state government. 


Nebraska One Of Three 


Nebraska is one of three states 


in the U.S. without such a formal 
coordinating body for postsecon- 
dary education. 


The council also heard a 


report but no recommendations 
on nursing education programs 
in Nebraska. 


The supply of nurses over the 


next decade is projected to fall 
short of the need. In 1974, there 
were approximately 7,500 nurses 
or 67% of the 11,133 need. By 
1984, the State Health Depart- 
ment has projected that ratio to 
increase to 86.6%, or 13,111 
nurses for a 15,133 anticipated 
need.

Recent Blizzard 
Fatal To Wildlife 


Minneapolis, Minn. (UPI) — 


Bodies of many pheasants lie 
buried in snow in the north cen- 
tral states. Songbirds have been 
found dead, their beaks frozen 
full of ice and snow. Deer have 
been seen covered with so much 
ice and snow they couldn't 
stand. 


These were some of the results 


of the blizzard that hit the area 
recently and the cold wave that 
followed. Wildlife in Minnesota 
and the eastern Dakotas 
appeared hardest hit. 


But a survey Thursday in- 


dicated wildlife in general in the 
north country survived the early 
winter storm in fairly good 
shape — considering all the 
snow, winds and cold. Michigan 
in particular got off fairly easy. 


Game officials say damage so 


far shouldn't hurt hunting much 
in most of the north. 


Pheasants were among the 


hardest hit. An estimated third 
to half of the pheasants in 
southwestern, south central and 
west central Minnesota were 
killed. In South Dakota, the loss 
was about 10-15%. Many 
pheasants died in eastern 


Nebraska and some in 
northwestern Iowa. 


Few deer across the north 


died in the blizzard, but there's a 
chance of starvation in the 
future, especially in northern 
Minnesota, which was hit with 
up to 3 feet of snow. 


"The snow still js fluffy 


enough in northern Minnesota 
for deer to get around, but if a 
crust develops they'll have trou- 
ble moving and feeding," Dave 
Vesall, assistant game and fish 
director of the Minnesota 
Department 
of Natural 


Resources, said. "And a late 
spring could cause trouble." 


Minnesota deer had it tough in 


the first blizzard. 


Many songbirds were found 


dead in western Minnesota. A 
game official found dead birds in 
his yard, "their mouths choked 
with ice and snow." Many per- 
sons reported dead sparrows, 
chickadees and nuthatches. 


Grouse, squirrels and 


muskrats had a hard time in 
northern Wisconsin. In some 
areas muskrats crawled into 
shallow water and were frozen 
by deepening ice. 


Rebates Help Increase 
Automobile Sales 4 7 % 


Detroit (AP) — Auto sales in 


mid-January were 41% higher 
than in the first 10 days of the 
month, apparently because of 
rebate sales schemes instituted 
to help unload a backlog of un- 
sold vehicles. 


However, sales in the Jan. 11- 


20 period remained 15.4% below 
those 10 days last year and were 
the lowest for that period in 14 
years. Sales for the first 10 days 
in January had been the lowest 
for the period in more than two 
decades. 


The four major car companies 


reported Thursday that sales in 
mid-January were 131,132, com- 
apred with 155,004 in the same 
1974 span and 93,235 in the first 
10 days of 1975. 


Chrysler Corp., which started 


the rebate parade on Jan. 12, 
said its deliveries nearly doubled 
from early January. 


Ford, AMC and GM plans 


offer rebates from $200 to $600. 


Ford said its deliveiies rose 


12% over early January, but 
were down 25% from a year ago. 
It said sales of cars covered by 
its rebates were up 31% from the 
previous period. 


General Motors sales rose 54% 


from the previous period, but 
were off 7.3% from a year ago. 
American Motors said sales were 
up 35% from the last period but 
down 46% from mid-January 
1974. 
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Ford Acts To End 
Diddling, Dawdling 


Washington (UPI) — President Ford 


grabbed the initiative from the 
Democratic-controlled 
Congress 


Thursday by imposing higher tariffs on 
imported oil as a first step in his 
economic and energy programs. 


The President signed a proclamation 


increasing import fees by $3 a barrel by 
April 1. This will push up gasoline prices 
by at least three cents a gallon, according 
to White House press secretary Ron 
Nessen and Energy Administrator Frank 
Zarb. 


Congressional Democrats moved ahead 


with legislation to delay the tariff in- 
crease. But Ford challenged the law- 
makers to accept this and other parts of 
his energy package or come up with a 
"comprehensive alternative" he could 
accept. 


After signing the proclamation and 


meeting with governors of northeastern 
states concerned about higher prices for 


• petroleum products. Ford held an im- 


promptu news conference outside the 
White House West Wing to explain his ac- 
tion. 


"We have diddled and dawdled long 


enough," he said. "... I think the 
American people want action. We have 
been on dead center for two years. 
There's been a lot of talk but no real ac- 
tion." 


The President signed the proclamation 


in an almost somber atmosphere, with 
only three aides and White House 
reporters present. After urging that 
Congress accept his strategy, rather than 
insisting on proposals for gasoline 
rationing, he walked briskly from the 
room.- 


Ford said his proclamation was "the 


first step down the long and difficult road 
toward regaining our energy freedom." 


Ford's decision would put a $1 tax on 


each barrel of imported crude oil in 
February. $2 in March and $3 starting in 
April and would drive up the price of 
almost every petroleum product in addi- 
tion to gasoline. 


Congressional Democrats, however, 


were already proceeding with moves to 
hold up the President's order. 


House Ways and Means Committee 


members began a move to attach a bill 
suspending the tariff to the debt ceiling 
bill (story on page 2). thus forcing Ford to 
veto his requested debt ceiling increase if 
he wants to go ahead with the planned 
import fee 


Rep. William J. Green. D-Pa.. chair- 


man of the trade subcommittee, said he 
had not made a final decision but saw no 
other way to force Ford's hand quickly 


Committee Chairman Al Ullman, D- 


Ore.. while saying he personally favored 
separate bills, said he thought the com- 
mittee would vote to combine the two 
bills. 


"If I were to prejudge it. the odds are 


more than even that the committee will 
combine the debt ceiling bill and the oil 
import bill," he said. 


Ullman said he expects the committee 


to complete work on both the debt ceiling 
issue and the oil import question Friday 
afternoon, allowing the House to com- 
plete action late next week 


•'This proclamation — which is just as 


fair and equitable as the law permits — 
must now be followed by positive con- 
gressional action," said Ford in signing 
the order. 


"The nation needs a fully comprehen- 


sive and long-range energy program — 
one that increases domestic energy 
supplies and encourages lasting conserva- 
tion. To reach our national energy goals, 
we need the help of each American and 
— especially — their representatives in 
Congress." 


The President said "each day that 


passes without strong and tough action. 
which this proclamation is. results in a 
further drain on nur national wealth and 
on the jobs it creates for the American 
people. 


Also shut out by Ford were 10 gover- 


nors from northeast and middle Atlantic 
states who came to the White House. 
pleading against the import tax. 


The governors, whose states would be 


hardest hit by the levy because of their 
dependence on imported oil, were 
granted an audience with Ford only a 
short time before the signing of the 
proclamation. 


Golden May Decide 
Whether Colin Stays

The Lancaster County Board officially 


reinstated Clement Gaughan to his post 
as public defender Thursday afternoon. 
But the fate of Robert Colin, re-elected to 
the county commissioner's post last fall, 
is still unsettled. 


Both Colin and Gaughan did not have 


bonds on file when they were sworn into 
office Jan. 9. Under state law, if bonds 
are not on file the office is considered va- 
cant, according to County Attorney Ron 
Lahners 


The county board is responsible for ap- 


pointing a public defender, but a three- 
person committee composed of the coun- 
ty treasurer (Frank Golden), the county 
clerk (Carl Hartman) and the county at- 
torney (Lahners) must fill a vacant com- 
missioner's post, according to Lahners. 


Deciding Vote? 


Within that committee Golden, a 


Democrat, seems to hold the deciding 
vote. Lahners a Republican, has said he 
will vote for Colin also a Republican, to 
resume the commissioner's 
post. 


Democrat Hartman Thursday afternoon 
said he "probably will not vote for 
Colin," and Golden said he's "on the 
fence," and does not yet know whether 
he will vote to reinstate Colin. 


In recent weeks, Colin has openly 


shown his displeasure with the way 
Golden has managed the treasurer's of- 
fice. 


The bonds were discovered missing 


Tuesday afternoon when the county 
clerk's office was checking all bonds and 
insurance policies on file, Hartman said. 


Colin's $5,000 performance bond was 


not on file in the Lancaster County Court 
although the bond had been approved by 
the bonding company and mailed from 
Mid-Continent Insurers Inc. to the county 
commissioner's office on Dec. 17. 


"I'm at a loss to know what happened 


to the bond; we've turned this office up- 
side down," said Colin. 


Duplicate Bond 


A duplicate bond was turned into the 


county court Wednesday and Colin's at- 
torney, Robert Crosby, said he will file a 
motion Friday asking the county judge to 
accept the duplicate bond. 


But this legal maneuver may not be 


effective. 


In a similar ca^e in 1895, Lancaster 


County Judge Isaac W. Lansing filed his 
official bond more than 20 days after the 
deadline, and the bond was approved. 


However, the Nebraska Supreme Court 


ruled that there was no authority to ap-

prove the bond at that point and that the 
office was vacant 


In addition to the motion for bond ap- 


proval, Colin will also file a document by 
Monday afternoon showing why the com- 
missioner's position should not be 
declared vacant 


The three-man committee will then 


decide if the position is vacant, and if va- 
cant, who should fill it, said Lahners. 


Actions Legal 


Though Colin may not have legally 


been holding office since Jan 9, the ac- 
tions of the county board are legal, accor- 
ding to Lahners 


"I don't think there's any problem I've 


researched the law and their deter- 
minations are right," he said. 


Commissioner Bruce Hamilton in- 


directly made a plea for Colin's reinstate- 
ment when the county board met to of- 
ficially appoint Gaughan to the defender 
post. 


When the failure to file a bond is in fact 


a technical failure, then it is the respon- 
sibility of the appointing group to appoint 
the person elected to office, Hamilton 
said. 


Regardless of politick! parties and even 


if two people are dedicated enemies, "it 
would be grossly irresponsible to defraud 
the electorate . . . to even consider 
someone else," he said

notified Thursday that he will not be paid

Washington — Displaying a 


catalogue of assassination tools, 
two Republican senators 
Thursday introduced a measure 
to create a House-Senate com- 
mittee to watch over the CIA, 
FBI and other intelligence- 
gathering agencies. 


Sens. Howard Baker of 


Tennessee and Lowell Weicker 
of Connecticut, members of the 
old Senate Watergate Com- 
mittee, offered a resolution that 
would create a 14-member panel 
of House and Senate members. 


It presumably would imple- 


ment recommendations that will 
be made by a newly created 
special Senate committee which 
will investigate the CIA and 
issue a report by Sept. 1. 


The joint committee as 


proposed in the Baker-Weicker 
measure also would be charged 
with overseeing the Secret Ser- 
vice, the Defense Intelligence 
Agency and the National Securi- 
ty Agency. 


In introducing the measure, 


Weiqker displayed a catalogue of

S. Viet Infantrymen 
Attack Mountaintop 


Saigon. South Vietnam (AP) — Waves of helicopters landed 


troops on a Communist-held mountaintop some 55 miles north 
of Saigon under heavy fire Thursday in a counteroffensive 
against North Vietnamese thrusts. 


The operation had the objective of carrying out President 


Nguyen Van Thieu's standing orders to attempt recapture of all 
territory lost to Communist-led forces. 


The infantrymen landed on top of Nui Ba Den Mountain 


along the northeastern approaches to Tay Ninh City after 
bombers had softened up North Vietnamese positions. The 
strategic position was captured by the North Vietnamese on 
Jan. 6. It was once manned by U.S. forces who called it the 
Black Virgin mountain. 


Associated Press photographer Huynh Cong Ut reported 


from Tay Ninh that some of the helicopters vere unable to land 
and had to turn back because of heavy North Vietnamese an- 
tiaircraft fire, although there were no reports of aircraft being 
shot down. 


In Phnom Penh, Cambodia, a terrorist hurled a plastic 


explosive at a Cambodian government official's speeding motor- 
cade. He missed the cars and instead hit a pedicab, killing two 
women and injuring the pedicab driver, an American witness to 
the incident said.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Treasury Secretary 


William E. Simon asked Congress Thursday for 
an increase in the federal debt limit to $604 billion 
to help finance federal budget deficits of 133 
billion this year and ISO billion next year. 


The increase would amount.to $109 billion, or 


22%, above the current temporary debt ceiling of 
$495 biullion, which is scheduled to expire on 
March 31. 


But in asking for the higher debt ceiling Simon 


also spoke of dangers in continued heavy govern- 
ment borrowing. 


"You make the request and then put the most 


masterful argument I ever heard for not granting 
it," Rep. Phil M. Landrum, D-Ga., told him. 


Simon testified before the House Ways and 


Means Committee. 


Committee Chairman Al Ullman, D-Ore., called 


the debt limit request a "shocking figure ... It 
looks like a fiscal system out of control." 


Ullman said he expects to complete work on a 


debt limit bill Friday. 


Ullman also told newsmen that the debt limit 


bill likely would be merged with another bill to 
force a 90-day delay in the imposition of Presi- 
dent Ford's oil import tariffs. The purpose would 
be to avoid a presidential veto of a tariff delay 
bill. 


"It would be unrealistic to think that in their 


course through the House and Senate, the two 
wouldn't get tied together," Ullman said. 


Simon said the government will hit the current 


federal debt ceiling of $495 billion by Feb. 18. If 
Congress should not approve a new limit when 
the current one expires on March 31, the ceiling 
would fall back to $400 billion, which would make 
all government borrowing in excess of that 
amount illegal. 


Simon said the proposed debt ceiling of $604 


billion would extend through mid-1976. It would 
include the money the government would have to 
borrow to finance the Ford administration's 
proposed anti-recession tax cuts, he said, but 
would not allow for any new federal spending 
programs. 


He said the budget deficits of $35 billion in 


fiscal 1975 and $50 billion in fiscal 1976 are 
necessary to stimulate the economy and are in 
part of the result of a recession-provoked decline 
in tax receipts from previous estimates. 


Simon said government spending now accounts 


for more than 32% of the nation's gross 
national product and that if present trends con- 
tinue, the figure would hit 60%' by the year 2000. 


"It would be the end of the free enterprise 


system and the economic freedoms we've known 
in this country," Simon said. He said political and 
social freedoms would "not be far behind." 


The government borrowing necessary to 


finance the 1975 and 1976 deficits would account 
for 66% of all borrowing in the nation's capital 
markets. 


"It is too early to tell precisely what will 


happen this year in the credit markets, but we do 
know that government will pre-empt most of this 
market and we must constantly be alert to the 
possibility that unrestrained government 
borrowing could drive the economy into an even 
worse mess than it is today," he said. 


Simon said that unless the government is 


careful in the period ahead, its borrowing ac- 
tivities could threaten a possible recovery in the 
housing industry and force many marginal 
businesses, especially small businesses, into 
bankruptcy.

Top Communists 
Fall Into Eclipse 


Friday, January 24, 1975 Tht Lincoln Star

Hong Kong - By one of those 


coincidences which enliven 
history, the top leaden of both 
major Community powers have 
gone into eclipse. 


But in neither case is there 


much indication of significant 
changes in policies recently 
followed by the Soviet Union in 
China, in domestic affairs or in 
relations with the outside world. 
U.S. relations with both coun- 
tries seem likely to retain their 
basic outlines despite the recent 
flurry over 
Soviet-American 


detente or the Sino-American 
trouble over Taiwan. 


The general secretary of the 


Soviet Communist Party, Leonid 
I. Brezhnev, has faded from the 
scene amid reports of ill health 
and collective management by 
his comrades, signs of policy dis- 
agreements, and indirect 
criticism of the U.S. Congress. 


The chairman of the Chinese 


Communist Party, Mao Tse- 
tung, has been put on the shelf 
or at least retired to provincial 
sulking after the failure of his ef- 
fort to derail the bureaucratic 
management of premier Chou 
En-lai. 


Although health and old age 


are against both leaders, neither 
can be counted out just yet. Mao 
has staged comebacks before, 
but now he is 81 years old. 
Brezhnev lacks the gigantic in- 
stitutional standing of the 
Chinese leader and therefore is 
more vulnerable to political 
maneuvering. 


Brezhnev's decline seems 


superficially more significant 
because detente had become 
personally identified with him. 
But the detente effort to obtain 
economic aid from the United 
States never caused a modifica- 
tion of the tough and unyielding 
Soviet attitude 
toward 


Washington around the world. 


It is ironic that the Soviet 


failure to observe one detente 
promise, the June 1973 agree- 
ment to work together for Mid- 
dle East peace which was 
flouted by Soviet concealment of 
knowledge of Egyptian plans to 
start the October 1973 war. led to 
the situation in which massive 
American investments in Siberia 
became unlikely 


But Soviet politics are more 


complicated than to swing on 
just the failure of Brezhnev to 
obtain massive U S. credits and 
investments 
As Nik q S 


Khrushchev learned a decade 
ago, there always are a number 
of different grievances against 
the top man which can coalesce 
under the right — or wrong — 
circumstances 


The coalescence apparently 


came in Moscow at a Dec. 16 
meeting of the Communist Par- 
ty's Central Committee. It 
switched priorities toward more 
armaments and unleashed the 
attack on U.S. congressional in- 
sistence upon Jewish emigra- 
tion. 


Signals of Mao's fading away 


in China had been coming for a 
long time as Chou managed to 
contain and then weaken the 
radical attacks launched by 
Mao's close associates. The most 
clearcut signal came at another 
Central Committee meeting, of 
the Chinese Communist Party 
Jan. 8-10. Mao failed to show up. 


This was followed by a session 


of the Chinese National Peoples 
Congress, a parliament that is 
powerless 
but 
whose 


proceedings are good indicators 
of how real power is distributed. 
It was dominated by Chou's 
moderates and paid tribute to 
Mao as essentially an historical 
figure rather than a still potent 
leader. 


Mao had tried to upset 


national polibces in a way that 
Brezhnev never did. Controver- 
sial as detente was within, the 
Soviet leadership, it fit in with 
continued expansion of the 
Soviet armed forces, refusal to 
reduced armaments in Europe 
and a tough posture on the China 
border, among other things. 


If BrezhrteV is well on his way 


to losing his top post in Moscow, 
he is left with nothing but the 
quiet 
retirement 
that 


Khrushchev suffered. But Mao, 
being Mao, the great figure who 
has shaped China's destiny for 
many decades, is left with more 
than just honor. 


The new constitution adopted 


by last week's parliamentary ses- 
sion in Peking designated the 
Communist Party chairman as 
commander of China's armed 
forces 
It left unspecified, 


however, who had the power to 
declare war, and the whole 
relationship between Mao's 
military command and the 
government's defense structure 
was unclear despite party 
dominance over the govern- 
ment. 


The Maoist radicals were sub- 


dued during the parliamentary 
meeting The only one of them 
to achieve high office might turn 
out to be a defector to Chou's 
moderate side, although he 
managed to voice mild radical 
points. 


There already are signs of con- 


tinuing challenge by the radicals, 
and the battle over ideological 
orientation of economic policies 
never ends in China.

Soviet Press Feeding Readers Anti-American Propaganda Diet 


MOSCOW (AP) - The Soviet 


press is feeding its readers an 
unusually bitter diet of anti- 
American propaganda these 
days. 


"It's gotten a lot tougher, 


there's no doubt about that," 
said one Western observer of the 
Soviet press. "Something cer- 
tainly has happened to turn 
them on, and it can't be at- 
tributed to the actions of a few 
errant editors." 


The switch is even more ap- 


parent after the months of sweet 
gentleness that pervaded the 
Soviet press following the 
meeting in Vladivostok two 
months ago between President 
Ford and Leonid I. Brezhnev, 


the Soviet Communist party 
leader. 


Then, the Soviet press drew a 


picture of harmony between the 
United States and the Soviet 
Union, and held out hope for a 
better world. 


Now Pravda, the party organ, 


and Izvestia, the government 
newspaper, depict the United 
States as an ungrateful and im- 
moral friend. 


T1.3 anti-U.S. coverage has 


reached its shrillest pitch since 
the denunciation of the 1972 
Soviet-American trade agree- 
ment was announced by Moscow 
on Jan. 14. 


Soviet readers now are being 


treated on a daily basis to indig- 


nant comments about U.S. trade 
legislation, scandals involving 
the CIA and FBI, alleged threats 
of U.S. military intervention in 
the Mideast and the usual focus 
on America's racial and 
economic problems. 


Ford's White House doesn't 


seem to have the immunity from 
criticism enjoyed by his 
predeccessor, Richard M. Nixon, 
during those days of detente 
following the breakthrough sum- 
mit of 1972. 


Even during the best of times, 


the Soviet press has taken swipes 
at the American-capitalist scene 
as part of the ongoing ideological 
struggle designed to prove the 
superiority of socialism. But 


Greek Midas Is Losing His Touch 


ATHENS, Greece (AP) - Aristotle Onassis, the 


Greek Midas with the golden touch, is losing his 
luster — a victim of the fuel crisis and the new 
government here. 


The fuel crisis, which began last year, even- 


tually robbed the 69-year-old multimillionaire and 
husband of Jacqueline Kennedy of his last big 
stake in his own homeland: Olympic Airways. 


The new government is trying to limit the 


privileges of the business class in general and 
Premier Constantine Caramanlis is said to be 
"trying hard to avoid becoming the usual pawn of 
the money clique." 


The dispute over Greece's national air carrier 


between Onassis and the various Greek 
governments in power since last year began when 
the magnate, claiming financial losses because of 
the fuel squeeze, demanded a $16 7 million loan, 
fuel price help for the jet fleet, and increased 
fares for domestic flights. 


The last governing junta delayed its response 


and with the return of democratic government 
last July Onassis found things even tougher Last 
month he renounced the agreement to exclusive 
operation rights over Olympic which he held 
since 1956. Then a week ago agreement was an- 
nounced for the state to take over the company's 
operation. 


But a government official involved in the 


negotiations said now Onassis is refusing to sign 
the agreement, and in addition to an estimated 
$68 million slated for him as company assets is 
demanding two helicopters and a Lear jet for his 
personal use as well as several other minor con- 
cessions. 


The official said that after agreement was 


reached and officially announced Onassis claimed 
fatigue and said he would sign the relative docu- 
ment the next day. Instead, the official said 
Onassis sent counterdemands. 


The official said Onassis "still has a number of 


powerful cards in his hands which could cause 
difficulties for the government." He said this con- 
cerned finance, but would not elaborate. 


Olympic only owns a few of its planes, mainly 


small jets for internal flights. Most of the Boeings 
were chartered from a Panamanian corporation 
controlled by Onassis. 


A spokesman for Onassis' business interests 


said the magnate is currently "lying low." He said 
his counterdemands stem from Onassis' "realiza- 
tion of his mistake" to renounce operation rights 
over Olympic, and that he is now "back-peddling 
to save as much as possible." He described these 
attempts as "basically spasmodic moves." 


The spokesman said that after renouncing the 


agreement Olympic has effectively slipped from 
Onassis' hands.

And then the chill set in. 
On Dec. 18, the Soviet Union 


"flatly rejected as unaccep- 
table" the new U.S. trade bill at- 
taching preconditions that Com- 
munist countnes must loosen up 
emigration if they want to do 
more business with America. As 
press criticism of the bill grew, 


there were hints that the Soviets 
might retaliate against what it 
considered to be discriminatory 
legislation, and which it claimed 
violated the trade agreement 
signed by Nixon and Brezhnev in 
June 1972. 


Then it was announced in 


Washington last week that the 
Soviet Union could not accept 
the legislation and that the en- 
tire agreement was shelved 
along with any conditions that 


emigration would increase. 


Coincidentally or 
not, 


Brezhnev has been absent from 
public view through most of the 
bad political weather. He has not 
made a public appearance since 
Dec. 24, and rumors abound that 
he has been ill. Soviet official* 
have refused to confirm or deny 
these reports, but the press did 
slap down speculation that a 
power struggle is under way in 
the Kremlin.

His boss, who fired him, said 


Patrolman Henry Murren of the Capitola, 
Calif., police force, was too nice to be a 
cop. The boss, City Manager Max Kludt, 
suggested another line of work for Murren: 
public relations. 


"After he joined the force last March," 


reported the Associated Press, "Murren 
smiled and waved at folks, called them by 
their first name, went out of his way to give 
directions and helped fix flat tires. Instead 
of arresting weaving motorists, he took 
them home. He wouldn't write marginal 
traffic tickets or parking tickets. 


?In return, hundreds of letters poured 


into $ie city, praising Murren. But city of- 
ficiate were not amused by Murren's record 
of nearly no arrests. Last October they told 
him he was through. Hundreds of citizens 
protested, to no avail." 


Generations of American kids were 


raised to respect and like the friendly cop 
on file corner. The police sought to 


perpetuate that image and, Lord knows, 
that is the way most people used to prefer 
to think of them. 


But crime and criminals and police 


tactics and police have polarized society to 
the point where most people are, for 
varying reasons, cynical, suspicious and 
hardnosed. A few self-righteous television 
police heroes have seemingly made it de 
rigueur to slap around punks and bait at 
the citizenry. A burgeoning number of 
smart-aleck brats and hardened thugs have 
not helped the police attitude. Friendly Of- 
ficer O'Brien is a million miles back down 
the road; a few generations ago. 


So maybe a few more Murrens are 


what is needed. At least they'd help relax 
the uptightness.

Amending Sexual Assault Bill 


The proposed sexual assault bill in- 


troduced by Sen. Wally Barnett of Lincoln 
is in general an enlightened piece of legisla- 
tion which would square the statute books 
with sexual reality while still levying 
penalties for forced sexual acts. 


It recognizes the rights of rape victims, 


whom most jurisdictions have not 
protected, but rather have subjected to 
public humiliation. 


And LB23 also contains within it the 


seeds for the possibility of conviction and 
punishment of people who have committed 
no crime. 


The bill says that a woman's testimony 


that she has been raped would not have to 
be corroborated by physical evidence or 
other people. (It also states that prior 
sexual activity with other men cannot be 


entered into evidence to impeach the 
woman's testimony, a provision with which 
we most heartily agree). 


But the provision barring cor- 


roborative evidence, it seems to many, and 
we agree, invites the possibility of the 
malicious prosecution by someone once 
willing and later vengeful, of another who 
is not guilty of the crime of rape. 


Sen. John DeCamp of Neligh has 


proposed a compromise procedure which 
would allow corroborative evidence to be 
taken in closed court to minimize em- 
barrassment to the victim. 


This practice has been followed in 


some other states. 


Some such compromise should be in- 


cluded in LB23. 


City-County Relations Progress 


The regular monthly meetings 


between the Lancaster County Board of 
Commissioners and the Lincoln City Coun- 
cil and mayor will have a more formal air 
about them. 


With the adoption of bylaws and 


presiding officers — Councilman Max 
Denney is chairman and Commissioner Jan 
Gauger is vice chairman — and a tentative 
name, the "City-County Common," those 
officials have introduced an element of 
organization into the search for in- 
tergovernmental cooperation and coordina- 
tion and in the long run, the consolidation 


of certain local government services. 


The fact that the two governments 


have somewhat formally organized does 
not mean that actions taken by the joint 
group will be binding on the council, mayor 
or county board. 


But the act of organizing somewhat 


formally should facilitate discussion of the 
-important questions facing the local 
governments and lend itself to the spirit of 
intergovernmental cooperation.

judgment in taking this step.

Long-Time Chairmen Unseated 


WASHINGTON - "In the many years that I 


have been a member of Congress, the House has 
revealed itself to me as ineffective in its role as a 
coordinate branch of the federal government, 
negative in its approach to national tasks, generally 
unresponsive to any but parochial economic in- 
terests. Its procedures, time-consuming and un- 
wieldy, mask anonymous centers of irresponsible 
powers. Its legislation is often a travesty of what 
the national welfare requires." 


Those words were written a decade ago by 


Rep. Richard Boiling, D-Md., in his book, "House 
Out of Order." Boiling has devoted much of his 
energy during his 26 years in Congress to trying to 
make the House of Representatives the responsible 
and effective legislative body it once was and-could 
be again. Slowly he has made headway. Last week's 
upheaval against veteran committee chairmen 
brought the House close to the ideal he has es- 
poused. 


When the feisty young progressives of 1911 


stripped Speaker Joseph Cannon of Us autocratic 
power to appoint the chairmen of committees, they 
failed to provide any substitute arrangement to 
exercise responsibly the power that he deployed 
irresponsibly. 


Unwittingly, they thus opened the way for in- 


dividual committee chairmen to turn their com- 
mittees into baronies where rigid seniority 
prevailed. An occasional liberal became chairman, 
bit under the seniority system, most of the chair- 
manships gravitated to those members who had the 


• safest seats — rural southerners or machine 
regulars from a few big cities.

The ideal toward which Boiling and like- 


minded reformers among House Democrats have 
worked it to restore power to the speaker but 
jmtfr ihind with an elected policy committee and 


responsible to an active caucus of the majority par- 
ty. The first break-through came in 1961 with the 
enlargement of the House Rules Committee, 
making it more amenable to the wishes of the 
speaker in scheduling debate on legislation. The se- 
cond came in 1965 when two southern Democrats 
who had supported the Goldwater candidacy were 
stripped of their committee senionty by the House 
Democratic caucus. This established the principle 
of fidelity to party. 


In December, the caucus stripped the 


Democrats on the Ways and Means Committee of 
their power to assign other Democrats to com- 
mittees. This authority was placed with the speaker 
and the Steering and Policy Committee that he 
chairs, instantly transforming that important group 
into a new power center. 


The 24-member Steering and Policy Com- 


mittee is made up predominantly from the middle 
levels of the House Democrats, persons who are 
not yet committee chairmen but not radical in- 
surgents either. The committee last week voted to 
unseat two long-time chairmen — Wright Patman 
of Texas, who has headed Banking and Currency, 
and Wayne Hays of Ohio, who has headed House 
Administration. 


By a surprisingly narrow vote of 14 to 10, the 


committee redesignated Edward Hebert of 
Louisiana as chairman of Armed Services and Bob 
Poage of Texas as Agriculture chairman. Since the 
Policy Committee has only one freshman member, 
this narrow approval was an ominous signal for 
those incumbents. 


When the Democratic caucus met, the war- 


nings were made good and Hebert and Poage were 
ousted. 


House Democrats deposed populist, anti- 


banking Texan Wright Patman as chairman of the 


Banking Committee, on Wednesday. Patman, 81, 
was defeated by Rep. Henry S. Reuss of Wisconsin. 
The dean of the House attributed his defeat in part 
to big banks, with whom Patman often squabbled. 
The vote was 152-117 for Reuss. 


By intense politicking, Hays rescued himself.

Last week's actions shifted the balance of 


power from the chairmen of the legislative com- 
mittees to the Policy Committee and the caucus. 
Gone are the days when Virginia's Howard Smith 
on the Rules Committee or Georgia's Carl Vinson 
on Armed Services or Arkansas' Wilbur Mills on 
Ways and Means could ignore national party policy 
and treat the speaker of the House with the lordly 
condescension that dukes of Burgundy once 
showed to the early kings of France. 


The upheaval in the House is bad news for the 


Ford administration. A conservative president such 
as Mr. Ford, like his predecessors, Mr. Nixon and 
Mr. Eisenhower, could normally expect to profit 
from the failure of the liberal majority of House 
Democrats to translate their votes into effective 
control at the committee level. The Republican- 
Southern Democratic coalition has traditionally 
worked through the oligarchy of conservative com- 
mittee chairmen. Such dealings across party lines 
are now likely to be considerably more difficult 
though not impossible. 


In electing strongly liberal majorities in the 


House and Senate, the nation presumably wanted 
legislation of a progressive cast. This realignment 
of power in the House makes it much more likely 
that the nation will get what it wants and will be 
able to hold the majority party accountable for 
Congress's success or failure.

The Real Reverse 


NEW YORK — Last November, Dean 


Henry Rossovsky of the College of Arts and 
Sciences at Harvard University circulated a note 
to the faculty warning that a $1.7 million budget 
deficit this year, and bigger deficits expected 
later, would force a 2% cutback in faculty That 
could get worse later on and the question arises 
— if Harvard, with the richest endowment of 
any university, is in that kind of trouble, what 
about all the others? 


Obviously, most are even worse off. Just as 


obviously, that means that faculty jobs are 
harder and harder to find, with the end of the 
decline not in sight. And if that is true, the anger 
and bitterness caused by the government's 
affirmative-action guidelines for faculty hiring 
is likely to increase, which makes it all the more 
imperative that that program should be both 
properly understood and fairly administered. 


We have argued that affirmative action to 


broaden the inclusion of women and minorities 
in student bodies and faculties is necessary, and 
that if fairly administered, the government 
guidelines do not impose racism or sexism "in 
reverse" Or necessarily lower academic stan- 
dards. Nevertheless, many white males con- 
tinue to protest that affirmative action dis- 
criminates against them in both hiring and ad- 
missions policy. To the extent that that com- 
plaint is justified at all, faulty administration 
and enforcement appear to be the reason.

Some colleges and universities, it appears, 


have established ngid quotas for blacks and 
minorities, in the belief that that was the surest 
way to meet government requirements and re- 
tain government funding; and some govern- 
ment officials and agencies have encouraged 
such practices by zealous enforcement or 
bureaucratic red-tape 


President Robben Fleming of the Universi- 


ty of Michigan (and of the Association of 
American Universities) told a House subcom- 
mittee last summer that he had found the affir- 
mative action program — with the goals of 
which he said he agreed — overly bureaucratic, 
confused by overlapping lines of jurisdiction 
among courts, federal and state agencies, and 
burdened by enforcement activities that "tend 
to treat colleges and universities as though they 
were industrial plants."

Fleming described the paperwork and 


other administrative labors involved in 
documenting "good faith" efforts to hire and 
admit minorities and women as excessive and 
costly. He thought some administrative 
requirements unreasonable and found federal 
policies inconsistent from one region to 
another, and he said appeal procedures were in- 
adequate and the results sometimes arbitrary. 
Such difficulties obviously might lead some in- 
stitutions to the simpler course of establishing 
secret quotas, and meeting them at all costs. 


So might a lack of consideration of the com- 


plexity and diversity of the university.

As for overlapping enforcement jurisdic- 


tions, Fleming suggested that universities es- 
tablish, and the government recognize, arbitra- 
tion tribunals to deal with alleged discrimina- 
tion in a rapid and impartial manner. Properly 
constituted and fairly conducted, such panels 
would reduce intrusive government oversight of 
hiring and admissions policies, but enforcement 
on a local basis, and therefore diminish the no- 
tion that "Washington" is requiring "reverse 
racism" or "reverse sexism" and imposing 
lower standards on colleges and universities. 


Even with these or other improvements in 


administration and enforcement, however, such 
complaints are likely to continue, for the an- 
cient reason that revolutions can't be made with 
rosewater When those who have been disadvan- 
taged get redress of their grievances, those who 
have been the beneficiaries lose their advan- 
tage, or some of it There are only so many 
faculty places — and the 'number is likely to 
shrink — and so many openings in the coveted 
professional schools, if those places are going to 
be distributed on a reasonably equitable basis, 
groups that once had a disproportionate number 
of them will have to be cut back. Surely that is 
not impermissible discrimination.

It cannot reasonably be said that white 
males now are being shut out in anything 
remotely resembling the same manner, or ap- 
proaching the same numbers.

CVCC, a four-cylinder, four-or- 
five-speed or automatic, four- 
passenger subcompact that

The carrot he's dangling is a 


five-year delay on auto pollution 
standards in return for cars that 
get 19.6 miles to the gallon of 
that liquid gold that's going up 
anywhere from 10 to 25 cents 
per.

Sex Differences Due 
To Social Conditions 


The difference between 


working abilities of males and 
females is primarily due to social 
conditions, a University of 
Nebraska-Lincoln 
associate 


professor of management said. 


Dr. Cary Thorp spoke 


Thursday about male-female 
hiring practices and problems at 
the 13th annual Nebraska 
Turfgrass Conference here. 


"There are greater differences 


within the two sex ranks than 
between them," according to 
Thorp., former personnel 
manager for an Iowa firm 
employing 900 women. 


Although the sexes are equally 


intelligent, he said there are 
some jobs that one sex might be 
able to perform better. 


"Females have a slight edge in 


verbal abilities, while males are 


slightly better working with 
numbers," he said. "But this is 
because society prepares people 
for these roles," 


He said equal opportunity 


legislation that prohibits sex dis- 
crimination in hiring or paying 
practices have been forced on 
employers, but to their best in- 
terest. 


Although women have been 


criticized for high turn over and 
absentee rates, he said some 
criticism may be unjust. 


"Studies have shown that tur- 


nover rates are highest in low 
paying jobs. Women traditional- 
ly have been employed in these 
situations," Thorp said 


Absenteeism is slightly higher 


among women, he said, but 
added that men are more likely 
to be out of work with long-term 
illnesses.

Cassady, vice president of the 
Water Resources Congress, in an 
address Thursday to the newly 
elected directors of Nebraska's 
24 Natural Resources Districts 
meeting here. 


Cassady 
described his 


organization as "a national ver- 
sion of your state NRD 
association." 


"Soil and water conservation 


programs have never before 
been under such pressure from 
ivory tower economists who 
want to use your money to 


provide mass transit privileges 
for welfare recipients and self- 
appointed 
environmentalists 


such as entertainer Arthur God- 
frey, who has actually suggested 
that we tear down all the dams 
we have ever built for irrigation, 
hydroelectric power and naviga- 
tion and go back to the cave and 
candle era." Cassady warned. 


Water Shortage 


Cassady predicted that the 


U.S. and the world would find a 
shortage of water a greater 
problem than the current energy 
shortage if they continue to ig- 
nore water supply problems. 


"Water resource development 


is actually a potential cure for 
the recession and for the energy 
problem Look at all the huge 
development projects that 
provided recreation, irrigation 
water, hydroelectric power and 
navigation water during the 


Rules OKd For 
Resources Fund 


North Platte (AP) - The 


Nebraska Natural Resources 
Commission (NRC) has adopted 
rules and regulations for the ad- 
ministration of the state's 
Resources Development Fund. 


The adoption of the 


guidelines followed a meeting 
with the commission's advisory 
board for the fund, six infor- 
mational gatherings across the 
state and an official public 
hearing in Lincoln last month 


Commission 
Executive 


Secretary Dayle Williamson said 
some rather substantial changes 
were made in the guidelines 
during the earlier meetings. 


"Public input was tremen- 


dous. People felt the original 
rules were way too complicated, 
and needed to be streamlined," 
Williamson said 


Noting that the rules have now 


been simplified, Williamson 
said, "We think we now have a 
very workable fund. I'm looking 
forward to receiving applications 
within the next 30 days " 


The Development Fund for 


1975 has a $1 million allocation. 
Next year, the fund will get 
another $1 million to continue 
funding projects statewide. 


In other action, the commis- 


sion approved the recreational 
development of the Oliver Dam 
and Reservoir near Kimball as a 
possible special project for the 
future. However, the commis- 
sion did not assign any priority 
to the possible project, nor did it 
commit funds or technical 
assistance 
pending further 


feasibility studies by the local 
Natural Resources District. 


The dam, built on Lodgepole 


Creek about 60 years ago as part 
of an irrigation district, has 
deteriorated in recent years to a 
point where the reservoir can no 
longer be used for irrigation pur- 
poses. Lacking funds to restore 
the dam, the local irrigation dis- 


trict has been planning to aban- 
don the reservoir, but area 
residents, interested in the 
recreational potential and un- 
derground water recharge 
aspects of the dam and reser- 
voir, are seeking state help for 
the proposed project. 


The commission also rejected 


a request by the City of McCook 
and the Middle Republican NRD 
for the construction of flood con- 
trol structures on Kelly Canyon, 
which runs through the 
northeast section of McCook. 


Commissioners gave approval 


to the Middle Platte River Water 
Quality Management Plan. 


The plan, a result of a recent 


study, affects the Platte River 
from a point east of North Platte 
to a point west of Columbus. 
However, neither city is in- 
cluded in the study. 


The study is a comprehensive 


look at sources of pollution along 
the river, including specific sites 
such as municipal sewage treat- 
ment plants and industrial 
wastes. Areas that might erode, 
leading to sedimentation 
problems, were also surveyed. 


The plan contains specific 


recommendations for the sites 
that are included in the study. 


Williamson said one of the 


major purposes of the water 
quality plan is to provide 
guidelines for federal govern- 
ment cost-sharing funds for 
sewagt treatment plants in the 
area. 


The commission also voted to 


postpone a scheduled Feb 26 
hearing in Sidney which was to 
have taken up a similar water 
quality plan for the South Platte 
River. 


The South Platte study in- 


cludes North Platte and other 
communities on the river west to 
Kimball. No new date was set 
for the hearing. 


1930s. We are still benefiting 
from these projects," he said. 


The NRD directors were 


warned that the federal govern- 
ment will take over the control 
of land use planning unless state 
and local governments act im- 
mediately. 


Duane Feurer, a Chicago at- 


torney who works with land use 
problems, predicted that some 
kind of federal land use regula- 
tion will be passed by the 
Congress within the next two 
years. 


"There are at least three bills

The directors also got a view 


of groundwater management 
programs through the eyes of 
Frank Rayner, head of the 
largest groundwater control dis- 
trict in Texas.

Rayner noted that his district 


still permitted the drilling of 
new wells, but limited pumping 
of all wells. He justified the 
procedure by saying, "I know 
some states feel they ought to 
protect the people who already 
have wells, the so-called grand- 
father clause, but that is a he- 
who-got-it-keep-it 
approach. 


That's not good government," 
he said. 


"Such a policy prevents young 


people who want to farm from 
getting any water to operate 
with and that isn't fair," Rayner 
added. 


Rayner admitted that the 


groundwater supply in the high 
plains area of Texas is declining, 
but said "we find that the rate of 
decline drops as the aquifier 
develops. Somp states feel that 
the groundwater supply should 
be preserved, but preserved for

Don Smith, director of parks and 
recreation for the city, on behalf 
of both the city and the county.

parks superintendent. Collister 
has personally maintained 14 
parks totalling more than 40 
acres for many years. 


LCAD For 
.10% Blood 
Alcohol Law 


The Lincoln Council on 


Alcoholism and Drugs (LCAD) 
Thursday jumped into the public 
controversy over the state law 
establishing legal intoxication as 
the point where the blood 
alcohol content is in excess of 
.10%. 


In a resolution passed by the 


board, LCAD went on record as 
fully supporting the law. 


It further recommends that 


the mayor and City Council reaf- 
firm their "full support" of the 
drunk driving law. 


"We don't want to be involved 


in emotional issues," said Don 
Nielsen, LCAD board president, 
"but as the official agency in 
Lincoln dealing with alcohol 
abuse, drug abuse and 
alcoholism, we have a respon- 
sibility to the community to 
make known our position with 
regard to the current situation." 


The public controversy stems 


from several memoranda from 
Roger Dickenson to local media, 
the U.S. attorney and the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation 
detailing numerous cases of 
police harassment of citizens 
while enforcing driving while in- 
toxicated and other alcohol laws. 


A public hearing on the matter 


will be held in the City Council 
chambers at 7 p.m. Thursday. 


"The law is not designed to, 


nor does it, harass responsible 
social drinkers since social 
drinkers seldom ever reach this 
level of intoxication," says the 
resolution. 


It points out that an individual 


weighing 160 pounds would have 
to consume "five ounces of 86 
proof whiskey or five 12-ounce 
cans of beer in an hour's time to 
reach .10%." 


The average DWI arrest in 


1974 tested .18, the resolution 
points out. Thus, "the average 
160-pound drinker had con- 
sumed nine drinks in one hour's 
time" or 12 in a four-hour 
period. "Social drinkers seldom, 
if ever drink this much in an 
evening's time," continued the 
statement. 


In addition, it states that more 


than half of all traffic fatalities 
statewide and nationwide are 
caused by intoxicated drivers.

The Nebraska Supreme Court 


Thursday ordered new trials for 
a Chicano and an Indian con- 
victed of possession of the com- 
ponents of a Molotov cocktail. 


A six-man majority said the 


prosecution and lower court did 
not demonstrate that John Two 
Birds 
Arbuckle and 
Leroy 


Casados had intended to make 
Molotov cocktails out of gas- 
oline, cider jugs, candles, rope 
and strips of cloth. 


Together with improper cross- 


examination 
techniques, the 


failure to show intent prejudiced 
the jury's guilty verdicts, the 
court said. 


Yet, Judge John Newton in 


the majority opinion noted. "We 
find sufficient evidence to sus- 
tain the convictions but reverse 
both on other grounds." 


Law Stands 


The court; did not overturn 


Nebraska's Destructive Device 
Law which makes it illegal to 
possess a Molotov cocktail or its 
components with intent to make 
a bomb. 


Attorneys for Casados and Ar- 


buckle argued that the law was 
so vague that a housewife could 
be convicted for having those ar- 
ticles in her home. 


Judge Hale McCown agreed 


that the law might be un- 
constitutional if mere possession 
of those items were sufficient for 
a conviction. 


Intent Illegal 


But he noted that the law says 


that the intent to assemble those 
items into a destructive device 
makes possession illegal. That 
proviso, McCown wrote, erases 


the question of constitutionality 


Arbuckle and Casados were 


arrested in 1973 for possession of 
those items while en route from 
Alliance to Scottsbluff. 


The pair was attending a

It is obvious to me that 
the parts found in possession of 
the defendents were both 
designed and intended to create 
a Molotov cocktail... A Molotov 
cocktail has one purpose and one 
purpose only: I'so as a destruc- 
tive device against person or 
property." Spencer said. 


Spencer 
said the cross- 


examination of Arbuckle concer- 
ning other criminal charges he 
faced was not used t<> establish 
the truth in the case but test Ar- 
buckle's credibility as a witness. 


Arbuckle, an ex-Green Beret, 


is presently a student at the 
University of Nebraska-Lincoln. 
He is also a former member of 
the American Indian Movement 


Casados presently resides in 


Alliance. 


Court: Blood Sample 
Was Taken Illegally 


By United Press International 
the State Supreme Court said 


Thursday if blood is to be taken 
from an unconscious person for 
use in determining alcoholic con- 
tent then that person must be 
under arrest at the time. 


In so ruling, the high court 


reversed and dismissed a deci- 
sion of the Box Butte County 
District Court that Wayne 
Howard violated the terms of 
probation set up upon his convic- 
tion for trespassing. 


One of the probation con- 


ditions was that Howard 
couldn't be found intoxicated in 
any public place or any 
automobile. 


Howard was involved in a one- 


car accident and was taken un- 


conscious to a hospital where a 
policeman ordered a blood sam- 
ple be taken. Results indicated 
he was legally drunk. 


However, the Supreme Court 


said the state did not read all of 
the law involving the taking of 
blood sample 


"If the accused has not been 


placed under arrest the sample 
may not be taken without con- 
sent." the court said, noting it 
wasn't until later that an arrest 
warrant was issued and Howard 
did not give his consent. 


Therefore, the court con- 


cluded, the blood sample used 10 
prove Howard violated proba- 
tion conditions was obtained il- 
legally and couldn't be used as 
evidence

On Nuclear Power Plants

A bill to place a moratorium 


son construction of new nuclear 
power plants in Nebraska was in- 
troduced Thursday by Sen. Steve 
Fowler of Lincoln. 


"There are far too many un- 


answered questions about 
nuclear plants for the state to 
proceed with construction of any 
more plants than the two we 
already have." Fowler said 


"Questions on storage and 


transportation of nuclear wastes 
remain unanswered," he said 
"The dangers and costs involved 
in this process must be solved 


before we create new sources of 
nuclear wastes." 


He said serious questions also 


have been raised about the effect 
of the low-level radiation that 
the plants give out during opera- 
tion. Low-level radiation, he 
said, constitutes a "very serious 
health hazard to surrounding 
areas " 


Fowler, without identifying 


them, said 
"preliminary 


studies" of areas surrounding 
nuclear power plants "indicate a 
high incidence of cancer, 
leukemia and infant mortality 
within a 50-mile radius of the 
plants" 


Another prime concern, he 


said, is that "if a nuclear acci- 
dent happened in one of these 
plants the danger to the eastern 
part of our state is tremendous." 


Further, he said, he is not con- 


vinced that nuclear plants are as 
economical as some have 
claimed. "Their ever-increasing 
construction costs and continual 
problems with shutdowns do not 
make them as economical as we 
are led to believe," he said. 


"Before we embark on a 


program of construction of more 
plants we should see how well 
our two plants work," he said. 
"This is the intent of this bill " 


Keyes Argues In Support 
Of Corps River Regulation

Sen Orval Keyes of Papillion 


said Thursday he saw no reason 
why the U.S. Army Corps of 
Engineers shouldn't be in charge 
of regulating building along 
Nebraska's rivers. 


Keyes told the Legislature's

pute involving the Platte River 
Buccaneer Bay development 
project on the Sarpy-Cass Coun- 
ty line 


Buccaneer Bay developers 


found that no state or federal 
agency claimed control over the 
Platte River and went ahead 
with development plans without 
approval of them. 


Later, after it was decided that 


one of the two agencies men- 
tioned in the bills should have 
control, the corps decided to in- 
voke a law of the last century to 
give it control. 


The committee took no action 


on either proposal. 


Nor did the committee act on 


LB85. sponsored by E. Thome 
Johnson of Fremont. 


That measure would make it 


unlawful to divert water across 
any public road for any reason. 
In addition, it would make it il- 
legal for sprinkler irrigation 
systems to damage roads with 
water. 


Social Gambling 
Bill Introduced

You could gamble at cards while sipping a beer at your 


neighborhood tavern, or play a slot machine in a private 
club under a bill intorudced Thursday by Neligh Sen. John 
DeCamp. 


DeCamp said his LB464 "would only bring statutes into 


line with practices." 


The bill does not set a limit on how much money Could be 


involved in a card game. 


His bill would legalize gambling in private places so long 


as the participant received no economic benefit other than 
personal winnings, and so long as there was no cheating in- 
volved. 


The bill would prohibit the owner of a bar, or anyone 


else, from sponsoring gambling, DeCamp said. He 
emphasized that "no one could open a gambling casino" 
under the proposed law. 


DeCamp said his bill was aimed at "social" gambling. 
"It means you wouldn't be breaking the, law any more if 


you played bridge for money in your home, that type of 
thing," he said. 


The bill would: 
—Continue to allow counties, cities and villages to run 


lotteries if proceeds were for "community betterment." 


—Allow nonprofit, charitable organizations to conduct 


lotteries. 


—Legalize card games in the home where friends play for 


money. 


LB359 Would Require Bids 
For State Leases, Purchases

all major state purchases, leases 
and services. 


The bill, LB359, would give 


the Department of Ad- 
ministrative Services (DAS) 
authority over bids for contracts.

partner in the JADO firm had 
been an Exon campaign worker 
in 1970, but the governor denied 
charges that the lease had 
anything to do with cronyism. 


Subject to bid under the 


proposed law would be "legal, 
engineering, 
architectural, 


medical, educational, accounting 


auditing, management 
con- 


sulting, laboratory or auc- 
tioneering services." 


Sen. Robert Clark, a member 


of the Appropriations Com- 
mittee, said he hoped the bill 
would "have a 100% chance of 
passing." 


"It is as good a safeguard for 


the taxpayers dollar as we can 
come up with," said Clark, who 
chaired the subcommittee that 
looked into the JADO lease. 


In the case of a lease of 


property, the bill would require 
approval 01 the governor and the 
DAS. 


"Of course there is going to be 


opposition on the part that 
requires bidding on services," 
•Clark said. "But look, you shop 
around for the best dentist you 
can find for the price, and the 
state would just be doing the 
same thing." 


Professional people have 


argued their services don't lend 
themselves to specifications 
upon which bids can be based.

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Bill Would Allow 
Big /nferesf Hike 


The Banking, Commerce and 


Insurance Committee Thursday 
presented the Legislature with a 
bill which would sharply in- 
ctease interest rates on install- 
ment loans of more than $1,000. 


The proposal, LB477, was 


signed by Sens. John Murphy of 
South Sioux City, William 
Hasebroock of West Point, 
Warren Swigart of Omaha, Ir- 
ving Wiltse of Falls City and 
Jack Mills of Big Springs. 


It «ould allow small loan com- 


panies to charge 18% interest on 
the amount of a loan exceeding 
$1,000. The limit now is 12%. 


The bill would also allow the 


companies to loan up to $10,000 
under those interest rates. The 
limit now is $3,000. 


Unchanged by the proposal is 


the current 30% limit on the first 
$300 of a loan, and the 24% 
ceiling on the next $200. 


Current law now permits an 


18% charge on the next $500, but 
no more than 12% on any 
amount exceeding $1,000. 


Murphy, the committee chair- 


man, 
said the proposal was 


presented to the committee this 
week by former Sen. Fred 
Carstens of Beatrice, who had 
conducted hearings on interest 
rates last summer as former 
chairman of the committee. 


"We decided to introduce the 


bill and enter it for a hearing," 
Murphy said. 


There was no committee mo- 


tion to sponsor the proposal, but 
a majority of its members signed 
the measure as required by 
legislative rules. 


"It was suggested that the 


committee consider it in view of 
the change in interest costs," 
Murphy said 


Burrows Introduces 


3rd 
Family Form Bill 
She Can See Again 


By The Associated Press 


The Legislature received its 


third and toughest piece of fami- 
ly farm legislation Thursday. 


Sen. George Burrows of 


Adams introduced a bill tougher 
than either Sen 
Douglas 


Bereuter's LB214 or Sen. Jules 
Burbach's LB203. 


Burrows' bill does not allow 


corporations with more than 10 
stockholders to own farm land in 
Nebraska 


Burbach's bill contains an 


exception for the smaller cor- 
porations 


Bereuter said his bill is similar 


to Burbach's but has tougher 
reporting provisions. 


All of the bills outlaw the 


purchase of agriculture land by 
large corporations. 


And all the bills allow existing 


corporations to keep land they 
already own. 


Burrows' bill contains 


provisions similar to provisions 
in Burbach's bill which allow 
family-owned corporations to 
buy land. 


Burrows said he was thinking 


of including the poultry industry 
in his bill, but he said he decided 
the industry was already too in- 
tensely controlled by large cor- 
porations to be returned to fami- 
ly ownership. 


He said he also wanted to 


require that a family member 
supervise the actual farm labor. 


Burrows' bill is LB363, 


Proposal Would Require 
Using Nebraska Banks

State Sen Loran Schmit of 


Bellwood introduced a bill 
Thursday to require livestock 
purchasers to place their ac- 
counts in Nebraska banks 


The bill incorporates one of 


several suggestions made after 
American Beef Packers Inc.

the Federal Bankruptcy Act. 


Schmit said packers who were 


facing financial difficulties 
frequently banked in distant 


cities to increase time between 
the date a check was written and

Schmit said banking in distant 


cities was a way of decreasing 
the amount of operating capital 
needed to operate a meat 
packing firm. 


But Schmit acknowledged 


there might be constitutional 
problems with his attempt to 
force cattle buyers to bank 
Nebraska. His bill is LB436.

Omaha Wants Drink 
Sales At Orpheum 


Omaha (AP) — Champagne flowed freely after the gala re- 


opening night Red Skelton performance earlier this month at the 
Orpheum Theater, and now the city will ask the legislature for per- 
mission to obtain a liquor license for the city's newly renovated per- 
forming arts center. 


Mayor Zonnsky said, "every major performing arts center has a 


place where patrons can get a drink after a performance," and that 
it would not be economically feasible for a private operator to ob- 
tain a license and open a lounge next to the Orpheum. 


The Orpheum will only be used about 60 nights per year. 
The city is limited to two alcoholic beverage licenses, and both 


are already committed for the sale of beer

symphony are not likely to want a glass of beer after the show. 


Should the legislature approve the city's request, a license would 


have to be purchased from an existing owner. Technically, the 
licenses are not bought and sold.

The union said the action 


removing him from his parents 
was taken by a Gage County 
judge. 


The union said documents in

was determined to be a child "in 
need of special supervision" by 
Judge Dennis A. Winkle in June 
1966, because he had stolen 
donuts of "a value of less than 25 
cents." 


On June 16, 1966, Gerald was 


temporarily placed at the Grace 
Children's Home in Henderson, 
according to the union. 


It said the "temporary" place-

New York — Many real estate 


professionals are counseling in- 
vestors to put their money into 
urban apartments The reasons 
are sound. Today's young 
families cannot afford a house, 
tne building slowdown has put 
rental space at a premium; in 
most cities there's no impedi- 
ment to raising rents as your 
costs increase; and the high cost 
of gasoline encourages people to 
live closer to where they work. 


There's renewed interest in 


the charms of older apartment 
houses, as opposed to the 
plasterboard boxes of more re- 
cent construction. And the tax 
advantages of rehabilitating 
older apartments can be sub- 
stantial The government per- 
mits you to write off rehab 
expenses over five years, which 
gives you a substantial tax 
deduction 


But once all this is said, I must 


remind you of the first three 
rules of real-estate investing; 
When selecting a property, you 
must consider (1) location, (2) 
location, and (3) location. 


Stable Cities 


In politically stable cities, not 


characterized by white flight to 
the suburbs, rental buildings are 
going at attractive prices for 
long-term investment. 


But in cities or neighborhoods 


with racial problems a growing 
welfare population, or an 
overstrained city budget, "there 
are no investments any more," 
one West Coast real estate syn- 
dicator told me. 


"By that. I mean that there 


are no apartment properties 
where you can expect to invest 
your money for the long term at 
12 or 15^ a year You can still 
make money trading in and out 


happens, you'll get your capital 
out." 


of properties for the tax write- 
offs. But except in luxury areas, 
people holding older apartment 
houses are getting wiped out." 


Mortgage Problem 


A real estate counselor in 


Chicago told me he hadn't been 
able to get a bank mortgage for 
an older apartment house for 
four or five years Such buildings 
have changed hands only when 
the buyer has cash or the seller is 
willing to take back a mortgage 
himself 


"And most sellers aren't 


willing," he said. "They know 
their buildings can't make 
money any more Taxes, infla- 
tion, fuel costs and tenant 
resistance make it impossible " 


In many cities, the price of 


older apartments has fallen to 
one or two times the rent roll, 
compared with five or six times 
rents just a few years ago. 
"When you get a building at that 
price you're stealing it." an up- 
state New York real estate in- 
vestor told me "And that's the 
only kind of deal I'll do in the 
whole Northeast comdor. 


"When you put up so little 


money, you can probably get 
your investment out in a year or 
so," he explained "If costs rise 
faster than you can raise rents, 
and you start losing money, you 
can milk out three or four 
months rent and then abandon 
the building. So you're 
reasonably sure that whatever 


Holding Back Taxes 


Urban investors have also 


been hedging their bets by 
holding back taxes. "It's three 
years before New York City 
comes after you for back taxes," 
another investor told me. "You 
can pay a 12% penalty but can 
make 9% on the money while 
you're holding it. If you have to 
abandon the building, that 
money is yours." 


Not many years ago, he added, 


landlords paid taxes in advance, 
to get the prepayment credit. 


These conversations with real 


estate investors suggest a couple 
of things: First, investment 
capital for older urban apart- 
ment houses has been virtually 
wiped out in many cities 
Without a more favorable 
political climate and more tax 
incentives, mayors will be hard 
put to keep their cities from 
deteriorating further. 


Second, if you're looking for 


an income investment, get 
expert advice from a local real 
estate counselor before commit- 
ting your money to apartments. 
Three times rent roll is cheap 
only if the price doesn't fall to 
one times rent roll. And in many 
of our cities today, it's hard to 
find buildings good for the long 
term

The 52-year-old Kiner, a seven-time National 
League 
. home run king whose career average of 71 homers for every 100 
at bats is exceeded only by Babe Ruth, was the only player 
elected by the writers, who turned away a pair of former 200- 
game winners, Robin Roberts and Bob Lemon, both of whom 
were considered good bets to make it this time 


It was Kiner's last tune on the BBWAA ballot before passing 


over to the Oldtimers Committee, and he became the 147th 
player elected to the baseball shnne at Cooperstown, N Y 


"I've had few chances to ever be a winner," said the 


emotionally-charged Kiner, who played most cf his career on se- 
cond division Pittsburgh Pirate team in the late 1940's and early 
1950's ' I never gave up hope because I've been so close for so 
long 


"I kind of felt like the old Brooklyn Dodgers who used to say 


'wait until next year' Well, I'm glad that my 'next year' came in 
my last year on the writers' ballots It was getting tougher and

Sooner Coach 
Like Cipriano

Norman, Okla — Oklahoma 


basketball coach Joe Ramsev 
used an appropriate word to 
describe his coaching career as a 
Sooner 


"It really was a strange set of 


occurrences that more or less 
threw me into this position," he 
said quietly in his red-carpeted 
office here Thursday afternoon 
"It's a kind of situation that was 
and, still is, kind of uncom- 
foratable since there was a death 
involved " 


Ramsey inherited 
the 


Oklahoma job on Sept 20 1973, 
following the death of coach Les 
Lane He spent two seasons as 
an OU assistant to John 
MacLeod When MacLeod left to 
become head coach of the 
Phoenix Suns of the National 
Basketball Association OU 
named Lane coach 


Ramsev then left for Manhat- 


tan to assist coach Jack Hartman 
at Kansas State but returned to 
iNorman when the OU vacancy 
opened almost without opening 
his belongings in Manhattan 


Ramsey is open-minded when 


he descnbes the new coaching 
post 


There could have been 


problems in that another assis- 
tant coach who was being con- 
sidered for the job was an OU 
graduate and had been here 
longer than I was 
Ramsey 


said ' I don t pretend to unders 
tand the workings of the people 
who select coaches Anyway the 
inherited staff came under my 
control 


I spent one year blending and 


cleaning personnel (a fine 188 
record last season) Ramsey ad 
mitted 
I thin!; recruiting suf- 


fered a little bit since there was 
changing of assistant coaches 
and continuity was lost 


"Now we're in a position to 


level things out," he said 


Another key element in up- 


grading the OU basketball 
program is the new 11,200-seat 
Fieldhouse that will open next 
season It will replace ancient 
OU Fieldhouse built in the 1920s 
with a mere 4 600 seats 


The Sooner coach has already 


used the $6-7 million facility as a 
lure to prospective Sooner 
cagers 


- "I think we'U lose a little of 
our home court advantage by 
playing there," he said "But it's 
really helped us in recruiting as 
far as a visual thing It will par- 
ticularly help us this spring when 
players come to visit us 


' Now that it s beginning to 


take shape and kids can see that 
it s almost ready they 11 know 
that we really will be in it next 
season ' he said 


A guard four years for Hart- 


man when he coached at 
Southern Illinois Ramsey was 
named the Salukis 
most 


valuable player in 1964 He spent 
two years as a graduate assistant 
under Hartman befor^ accepting 
his first job at Robert Morns 
Junior College in Carthage, 111 


He recorded a remarkabel 125- 


25 record his four years there 
before taking the OU's assistant 
post in 1971. 


Yet there really was never any 


doubt where he wanted to coach 


"When I came here as an assis- 


tant, I had always felt that the 
Big Eight had some of the coun- 
try's top coaches," he said "I 
always desired to be in a situa- 
tion like that I had been offered 
an assistant position prior to 
when I took the job here 


"I think several schools were 


interested in me as far as 
coaching goes but the oppor- 
tunity that existed here really 
appealed to me," he said "And 
of course, I had no idea that just 
two years later, I would get the 
head coaching job."

Cipnano has had to compete

Two Nebraska legislative bills 


passed 
through 
the 


Constitutional Revision and 
Recreation Interim Study Com- 
mittee Thursday afternoon, on 
the way to the Legislative floor 
and hope to benefit the state's 
outdoorsmen 


LB145, called "The En- 


dangered Species Act," was 
passed by the committee un- 
animously following strong sup- 
port of wildlife groups across the 
state and the Nebraska Game 
and Parks Commission. 


The bill, introduced by com- 


mittee chairman George Syas 
(Omaha) and vice-chairman Or- 
ville Keyes (Papilkon), calls for 
the establishment of a nongame 
specialist for the Game Commis- 
sion, and supported by general 
funding It also provides for the 
Game and Parks Commission to 
manage, conserve and protect 
nongame wildlife, endangered 
species and threatened species 
with authority to enforce and es- 
tablish penalties for nongame 
abuse 


According to Game Commis- 


sion assistant director Bill 
Bailey, the bill would benefit 
all citizens by establishing a 
guideline for nongame species 
similar to federal programs 


"LB145 would provide for 


three levels of wildlife 
management," Bailey said. The 
levels were endangered species, 
threatened species and nongame 
species. "To comply with the 
federal act, we must have the 
authority to study and evaluate 
these species." 


The bill would create a budget 


demand of $59 000 for the first 
two vears of the program accor- 
ding to Bailey These two years 
would be spent studying and 
e v a l u a t i n g the nongame 
resource to determine where 
Nebraska s need lies he said

Large Schools 


Domination

Grand Island - How much difference does school size 


make in a high school team's chances to win a state cham- 
pionship9 


In Class A, the answer apparently is all the difference in 


the world In the last 10 years, the state's biggest schools 
have dominated 


Omaha Ryan athletic director Charlie Rush researched 


the impact of school size on state championships over the last 
decade 


He related the results of his survey here Wednesday at a 


Class A Advisory Committee meeting, which drew 
superintendents, principals and athletic directors from 31 of 
the state's 32 Class A schools. 


According to Rush, "schools with more than 900 boys 


are the year-to-year winners in Class A state championships 
Those under 900 might get a chance at a state championship 
about one time every 10 years " 


He noted that 54 of the Nebraska School Activities 


Association's 72 state championships awarded in the past 10 
years went to schools with 900 or more boy enrolment 


That figure takes in less than half of the state's Class A 


schools Noru. Platte is the state s 14th largest with 914 boys 
Fremont (894) and Creighton Prep (865) are also in the upper 
half 


The lack of state-wide success among Class A's smaller 


schools prompted the advisory committee Wednesday to 
pass a number of proposals in hopes to change the situation 


First the group favored a concept to designate all 


schools with a total enrolment (boys and girls) of at least 500 
as Class \ schools The theory then would be to split Class A 
into two divisions 


Sixteen Class B schools — Alliance, Plattsmouth, Lin- 


coln Pius X, Fairbury, Genng, Blair, Nebraska City, Boys 
Town, Ogallala, Sidney, Seward, Grand Island Northwest, 
Lexington, Omaha Tech, Falls City and Waverly — currently 
are close to the 500 total enrolment figure. 


According to the plan favored bv the Class A brass about 


48 high schools would qualify for Class A status under the 
proposed standards 


The plan also foresees Class B schools with total 


enrolments between 250 and 499, Class C between 100 and 
249 and Class D below 99 


All schools would have the option to move up a class, ac- 


cording to the proposal, but the move would be for all ac- 
ti\ ities and would not be just a 1-year' fling' since a 4-year 
initial classification freeze is favored 


That option might be exercised by a couple of schools 


Omaha Tech which would like to keep its Metro Conference 
ties despite Class B status would be the most ukelv 
benefiuarv It might move into the larger AA 


Pius X it it could somehow break back into a Class A

The Buffaloes faced a back-breaking schedule, having to

Wiggin signed a three-year con- 
tract with the Kansas City Chiefs 
Thursday, then said his first 
priority would be to try and talk 
All-Pro linebacker Willie Lanier 
out of 
retirement. 


Wiggins becomes the second 


coach the Chiefs franchise has 
had. 
The National Football 


League club, which began in 
1960 as the Dallas Texans in the 
American Football League, had 
been coached by Hank Stram 
since its creation. 


The Chiefs said Wiggin, a 40- 


year-old defensive specialist and 
an assistant coach with the San 
Francisco 49ers, will be field 
boss in the organization which is 
replacing the authoritarian 


Stram. The lean, crewcut 
California told a news con- 
ference that is exactly what he 
wants to be — the man in charge 
on the field. 


Stram was a vice president of 


the Chiefs as well as head coach 
and exercised considerable front 
office authority. 


After trying to get Lanier to 


change his mind about retiring, 
Wiggin said, his next task is to 
line up a staff, particularly an 
offensive coordinator since he 
has concentrated on defense. 


Down the road, he indicated, 


was the quarterback problem. 


The Chiefs had never had any 


coach but Stram until they fired 
him Dec. 27 and almost no other 
Quarterback but Len Dawson. 
Dawson was at the announce- 


ment session as a broadcast 
reporter but asked no questions. 
Wiggin did not mention him, 
although they played together 
two years at Cleveland early in 
their careers. 


"I see a rebuilding process 


needed here," Wiggin said, "but 
I do not know how deep it will 
have to go I'm not going to tell 
you that this team is going to the 
Super Bowl If it were, I 
wouldn't be here." 


But the Chiefs are not m such 


dire straits that they will have to 
forget about winning for a year 
or two and concentrate instead 
on building a new and younger 
team, Wiggin said.

The Victims'...

Reuben and Angie are going to get married when they grow up, 


their parents joke. 


The trouble is... Reuben and Angie may never grow up. Both 


are leukemia victims. 


Reuben McGrath is 5 and he's known he's had acute 


lymphocytic leukemia for two years. 


Angie Hermida is 4 and learned just eight months ago she had 


the cancerous blood disorder. 


The McGraths and the Heridas have been drawn together by 


children who share the same misfortune. What the parents share is 
a spiritual support and strength that comes from bearing the same 
burden. They each know what the other is going through. 


While Children Play 


There's no sense of the morbid when these two families talk 


about their common problems, as the children race happily about 
the livingroom of the McGrath's trailer home. No visible sign of il- 
lness in these active pre-schoolers, busying themselves with bikes 
and games and walkie-talkies. 


As he described Reuben's relapse this summer after a year and 


a half of remission, Jim McGrath confided, "the chances for sur- 
vival are gone." 


There's a 50-50 chance the leukemia has penetrated the brain, 


McGrath said, but there's no way of knowing. 


"All we have new is hope. We have to feel in our own minds 


he'll be the first one to beat this thing." 


Reuben was one of the first youngsters to begin a three-year 


chemotherapy program under Dr. Rashid Al-Rashid at the Univer- 
sity of Nebraska Medical Center in Omaha. 


Because of his relapse Reuben also gets some extra treatment, 


necessitating spinal taps on four alternating days every three 
months. Although the medication is experimental, McGrath said 
"it's a chance and you have to take it." He said Reuben is the se- 
cond child in this part of the country to go on this additional 
medication. 


Sudden Discovery 


When Angie complained of her legs being tired last Apnl, her 


mother thought of corrective shoes for one of Angie's tarned-m 
feet. When pain and anemia persisted, rheumatic fever was 
diagnosed. Rest and aspirin were prescribed. Weekly blood tests 
were normal for a while and then Angie's blood went "havwire," 
her mother said. An unsatisfactory bone marrow test sent the Her- 
midas rushing to Dr. Al-Rashid in Omaha where leukemia was con- 
firmed. Six weeks had passed since Angie's first complaint. 


She was immediately started on Dr. Al-Rashid's three-year 


program. 


Colbalt treatments — a preventive measure to deter the dis- 


ease from afflicting the brain area — made the child sick and 
caused her hair to fall out. Almost two weeks of drug treatment and 
isolation in a 99% germ-free room brought about Angie's remission 
and she headed for home. 


Both Angie and Reuben are being watched closely by local 


pediatricians who monitor the youngsters' blood three times week- 
ly and administer medication intravenously during each of the two 
to three-hour visits. At least two trips to Omaha monthly are also 
required. 


Both sets of parents have been grateful for Dr. Al-Rashid's 


honest and blunt manner in working with them. 


"When they're doing well, he tells us," Mrs. Hermida said. 


"He doesn't give us false hope but he doesn't tell us not to hope," 
she added. 


Dr. Al-Rashid told the Hermidas that Angie has a 50-50 chance 


for survival during the three-year chemotherapy program. 


"If this guy (Dr. Al-Rashid) was to leave here, we'd go to 


another state and follow him," Jim McGrath stressed. "He pulls no 
punches," McGrath said, and that suits him just fine 


The parents, in turn, tell it like it is to their kids. 
"Yes, they know how sick they are," Mrs. Hermida confirmed. 


But neither family has openly explored the idea of death with the 
youngsters. "But they know," Mrs. Hermida believes, "when their 
little friends up there (in Omaha) are missing." 


For the McGraths, the "roof fell in" with Reuben's relapse. 


Crowds Avoided 


As best they can, both families try to let their children lead nor- 


mal lives. But because leukemia patients are very susceptible to in- 
fection, crowd activities lika the State Fair and Saturday matinees 
are avoided. 


And when any of four older McGrath children or the three 


other Hermida kids comes down with the flu or a cold, he or she is 
moved to grandma's house to recover. Also, friends of the brothers 
and sisters are limited when measles or chicken pox are going 
Sround the schools. 


Common to both families is a sense of helplessness, as they 


watch their children being consumed by something that is beyond 
their power to check. 


So the McGraths and Hermidas have channeled their frustra- 


tion into fund-raising efforts for the Leukemia Society of America, 
whose closest chapter in this area is in Wichita, Kan. 


Joining forces, their children have spent Sundays standing out- 


side stores collecting money for the cause. A pop bottle drive is also 
in progress. 


Money for Research 


What is collected from the joint family money-raising effort 


will be presented to the leukemia society at a telethon in Wichita 
next month, as a contribution from the people of Nebraska. All the 
money will be used for research, and Mrs. Hermida hopes that part 
of it will be donated to the University Hospital in Omaha. 


For the present all medical expenses for both families are 


covered through Crippled Children's Services. Some money is 
provided by the Lancaster County Chapter of the American Cancer 
Society for transportation to Omaha for check-ups. 


But still there are expenses the families must bear. Frequent 


visits to the pediatrician are necessary because the children are 
extremely susceptible to any kind of sickness in the air. And the 
families must eat during the all-day trips to Omaha for clinic and 
treatment. 


"So far we've been lucky with medical expenses," McGrath 


said. "But you never know what might happen tomorrow," Mrs. 
Hermida sighed. 


Although these have been trying times for both families, no one 


is giving up. "We have to adjust for the children's sake," Mrs. Her- 
mida said. 


And through her composure is practiced and controlled, she 


admits that it's hard to keep all the anxiety inside. 


"The realization keeps hitting me in the face again. I can't im- 


agine not having Angie here." 


Leukemia takes the lives of more children in the United States 


than any other disease. 


In Nebraska alone some 31 youngsters, ranging in age from 7 


months to 16 years old, were struck down by the disease in 1972 and 
1973. 


It is a disease of the blood-forming organs. The overproduction 


of abnormal or immature white cells disrupts the production of red 
blood cells and interferes with clotting. These abnormal white cells 
are then unable to fight infection. 


There is no specific early sign of leukemia. The most frequent 


symptoms are fatigue, pallor, easy bruising, bleeding without clot- 
ting, night sweats and bone pain. In children, the sumptoms may 
resemble those of infwtion or rheumatic fever. 


Detected In Blood 


Early cases are usually picked up in routine blood 


examinations. If leukemia is suspected, bone marrow tests are then 
done. 


Until the use of chemotherapy (treatment with chemical drugs) 


some 20 years ago, the average survival time for patients with acute 
lymphocytic leukemia (most often seen in children) was about 
three months from the date of diagnosis. 


Now, with the use of new drugs in intensive intermittent com- 


bination therapy in special leukemia treatment centers, as at the 
University of Nebraska Medical Center in Omaha, a 50% five-year 
survival rate for some patients has been projected. 


Dr. Rashid Al-Rashid, Nebraska's only pediatric hematologist, 


who conducts such a program at the NU Medical Center, sees from 
12 to 16 new cases of leukemir children each year. His patients 
come from all over Nebraska and from out of the state as well. 


The Disease 


"We're just beginning to see some of the kids coming off the 


drugs," Dr. Al-Rashid said of the three-year-old program. "With 
this approach, we're beginning to talk about cures." 


Dr. Al-Rashid said the breakthrough in fighting leukemia will 


come in learning how to use the drugs in the right combination. 


However, he doesn't feel that drugs are the ideal treatment 


because they are all "poisons" — foreign materials — that work on 
normal cells as well as the leukemic cells. 


No One Safe 


This cancer can hit anybody, Dr. Al-Rashid stressed. He put the 


most frequent age of discovery in children between 3 and 5 years 
old. 


Dr. Al-Rashid said the children who develop the disease between 


the ages of 2 and 10 have the best outlook and the most hope for-a 
cure. 


Aware of the effect the disease can have on the families of his 


young patients, Dr. Al-Rashid makes the families "work with us as 
part of the team." 


He says he tells the family exactly what to expect. "We have to 


be realistic," he said, concerned about pushing parents' hopes too 
high. And yet he must worry about an overly pessimistic outlook, 
lest a recovered child be an "emotionally abandoned child." 


"We try to work in a delicate area of human feeling," Dr. Al- 


Rashid confided. 


But Jim McGrath, father of a 5-year-old leukemia victim 


offered this observation of Dr. Al-Rashid's reaction to his own 
patients: "We've seen him close to tears at times — he gets really 
close to the kids."

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Bethesda Hospital figures Up 


CARMICHAEl

The future looks bright for Bethesda 


Hospital (formerly Providence Hospital), 
according to spokesmen from the facility 
and the Bethesda Foundation of Omaha. 


Speaking at a community hearing held 


before a Southeast Nebraska Health Plan- 
ning Council project review task force, the 
hospital's director, Tom Bowen, said that 
since November, the monthly totals of 
patient days logged at the hospital have 
shown an increase over last year's totals. 


"These figures would indicate that we 


are on the right track," Bowen said. 


'Business Expertise' 


In answer to a question about the 


hospitals's financial future and growth, 
Bowen said that the hospital is on solid 
footing in that area because "we have a 
broad range of business expertise with the 
Bethesda Foundation. 


"We will continue to upgrade every 


department in the hospital," he said. 


Bowen also said that the hospital intends 


encourage "community support through a 
board arrangement." 


Additional plans call for "quite a little 


expenditure in remodeling" the facility, 
and the establishment of a "nurses' 
training program in conjunction with 
Union College," said Charles Turner, presi- 
dent of the Bethesda Foundation. 


If the demand arises, Turner said that 


the hospital might convert some of its 
acute care beds into long-term beds — thus 
helping to meet the need for more skilled 
nursing home beds in the area. 


Not Necessary 


However, "If our patient load builds up 


in acute care like we expect it to," no such 
change will be made, he said. 


Commending the Bethesda Foundation 


for its committment to "maintaining the 
dignity" of patients in a long-term care 
situation, Dr. Maruice D. Frazer, head of 
the hospital's medical staff, said "I feel 
that this facility is needed in this com- 
munity." 


Dr. Richard Olney, medical staff 


member, said that many of his patients 
have expressed a desire that the hospital's 
operations be continued. 


"I feel my patients get excellent medical 


and surgical care" at the hospital, he said. 
And he added that the personalized ap- 
proach evident at the facility is of benefit 
to both patients and doctors. 


The hearing was held as part of a review 


of the change of ownership of the hospital. 


A final recommendation on the change 


will be made by the health council's 
executive committee Jan. 30. 


Madonna Center Given Ed Grant 


Riding on the heels of a Senate 


investigation of nursing homes, 
Madonna Professional Care 
Center is proposing to do 
something to improve the lives 
of the elderly committed to long- 
term residential care facilities — 
at least in southeast Nebraska. 


The plan is to expand the 


philosophy of rehabilitation ser- 
vices into long-term care 
facilities by educating employes 
in the special care of the ger- 
iatric patient, the need for in- 
dividualized attention, motiva- 
tion and behavior techniques 
and sensitivity and self- 
awareness.

the money to fulfill its dreams. 


Grant Approved 


The Lincoln Foundation board 


and advisory council approved a 
$12,150 grant for the Madonna 
project. 


A health educator will be 


hired to work with Madonna 
employes during the first phase 
of the project. 


Madonna's educational model 


will emphasize seven points: 


—Raising the quality of care in 


long-term health care facilities. 


—Creating geriatric 
nurse 


specialists. 


—Giving specific education 


and training to paramedical per- 
sonnel. 


—Increasing the potential of 


employes. 


—Hiring and training the un- 


dereducated and economically 
deprived. 


—Reducing employe turnover, 


thus providing continuity of 
care. 


—Sharing knowledge with 


other long-term care facilities in 
southeast Nebraska. 


Under the proposal, the health 


educator will work with Madon-" 
na employes from April through 
August, after which the program 


will be offered to other 
educators and nursing home 
facilities. 


Probably Sooner 


Sister Phyllis Hunhoff, 


Madonna Home director, told 
Lincoln Foundation board 
members she expects the 
program to be offered to other 
professionals in the area sooner 
than the proposed Sept. 1 date. 


The program is expected to be 


self-sustaining, with other 
facilities 
paying for the 


educational services, within a 
year's time. 


The proposed program has 


received "enthusiastic endorse- 
ment from the health com- 
munity," John Frey, Lincoln 
Foundation president, told the 
board. 


The board also approved a 


request for $4,100 from the Lin- 
coln Parks and Recreation 
Department for a recreation 
program for the chronically 


emotionally handicapped, who 
once were institutionalized but 
now are trying to live "normal" 
lives in the community. 


The foundation's share will 


cover the costs of rent, transpor- 
tation and materials for the six- 
month period ending Aug. 31. A 
federal grant to the city will pay 
staff salaries, said Richard E. 
Leker, recreation superinten- 
dent. 


In other action, Frey an- 


nounced that the Lincoln 
General Hospital Foundation 
turned over its operation to the 
Lincoln Foundation Dec. 31. The 
latter will be responsible for dis- 
persing the funds for the benefit 
of the hospital.

Carpenter Lashes Out At Politics

Southeast Nebraska Bureau 
Kearney — Lashing out at 


politics generally, and the 
Legislature specifically, Terry 
Carpenter, acknowledged here 
Thursday night that he has little 
chance now of being seated in 
the Unicameral. 


Carpenter, who has been 


battling for a 12th term as 
representative of what is now 
the 48th Legislative District, 
made the concession in a wide- 
randing, 70-minute address. He 
spoke to a select 110-member 
audience at Kearney State 
College's Fifth Annual George 
Norris Distinguished Lecturer. 


The controversial 74-year-old 


lawmaker particularly assailed 
the legislative committee which 


Kidnaping 
Ex-Convict 
Still Sought 


Tulsa, Okla (UPI) - 


Authorities searched the busy 
downtown area Thursday for an 
armed ex-convict who allegedly 
forced seven persons, including 
a minister and a policeman, to 
accompany him in stolen cars in 
a kidnap spree across the state. 


All seven of the kidnap vic- 


tims, police said, were released 
or escaped unharmed. 


Police said the suspect, Gerald 


Blaine Pike, 39, was released 
from McNeal Island, Wash., 
Federal Penitentiary Dec. 16, 
1974. Pike, who also reportedly 
served time in Leavenworth, 
Kan., and in the Oklahoma State 
Prison, had been serving a 
federal sentence for bank 
robbery. 


"We're afraid he probably 


stuck his gun in the face of 
somebody coming to work and 
there's no telling where he is 
now," a police spokesman said. 


concluded that he has no right 
for further review of his contest 
with William Nichols of 
Scottsbluff. He said the com- 
mittee "didn't look at a single 
ballot" of the 100 disputed ones 
he contends were cast in his 
favor. 


He accused 
special-interest 


groups, particularly the banking 
and insurance industries, of 
siding in with legislators against 
him. 


"They all respect me without 


question, but they fear me," he 
stated. 


Carpenter said the entire issue 


is wrongly "being hung on a 
technicality" that he failed to 
post a $500 bond to contest the 
election. What should be the key 
factor, he insisted, is the intent 
of voters in his district. 


"The state and federal courts 


have said a number of times that 
a voter can't be disenfranchised 
if his intent is reasonably clear," 
he continued. 


The possibility of pursuing the 


matter in federal court depends 
somewhat upon the advice of his 
attorneys, he said. It might be 
difficult to get the matter into 
court, he explained, and "if I did 
it would be a never-ending 
thing." 


His current dispute was only 


one of numerous topics, 
however, touched on by the 
colorful politician. Though 
KSC's political science depart- 
ment provided his speaking op- 
portunity, he minced no words 
in calling politics "a dirty 
double-crossing racket." 


His other scoldings ran from 


Gov. J. James Exon to Nebraska 
Sens. Carl Curtis and Roman 
Hruska to former President 
Nixon. He also cited numerous 
examples of "double-crosses" 
which he personally encountered 
after entering politics in 1932. 


"In politics you can count your 


friends on one hand and cut off 
four fingers," he remarked. 


Even the late Sen. George 


Norris of McCook, whose name 
is memorialized in the annual 
lecture series in which 
Carpenter was participating, 
didn't escape his accusations. He 
noted that the famed Nebraskan 
"proved he had feet of clay also" 
when he filed against Carpenter 
for the Senate after pledging he 
would not. 


Carpenter accused Gov. Exon 


of not wanting any other 
Democrat in the Statehouse or in 
Washington "so he can be the 
whole thing." He said the gover- 
nor had done nothing for the 
state "outside of vetoing some 
appropriations bills." 


Jesting that "Curtis is getting 


ready to run Nixon for a third 
term," the speaker said neither 
Sen. Curtis nor Sen. Hruska 
"ever did anything that brought 
money into Nebraska." 


Of Nixon, he said the former 


president "was trying to change 
our 
democracy 
into a 


monarchy" and that "he knew 
how to use the tools of fear to 
extract a lot of money." 


Carpenter, describing himself 


as "the greatest spender in the 
history of this state," reminded 
that he had fostered such bills as 
those enacting Homestead 
Exemption and educational 
television. 


"This state never does 


anything unless it's cheap," he 
continued. "We ought to put on 
all four sides of the Statehouse 
that 'cheap' is our motto. 


The former senator praised 


Sen. Ernest Chambers of Omaha 
as "one of the most brilliant men 
I've ever met, handicapped only 
because he's black." 


Acting as host for the banquet, 


which is a limited fund-raising 
scholarship effort, was Prof. 
Harold L. Blostein of the 
political science department. Ed 
Chittenden. publisher of the 
Kearney Hub, was toastmaster. 


IRS Soys 
Car Rebates 
Tax Free 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Internal Revenue Service said 
Thursday that car buyers won't 
have to pay federal tax on the 
rebates they get from car- 
makers. 


But the situation is not clear 


for workers at auto suppliers 
which supply bonuses for car 
purchases. 


The rebate from carmakers 


"is no more than a discount 
from the purchase prices'' for 
the general public, said an IRS 
spokesman. 


However the agency has 


reached no position on the 
money which companies have 
promised employes for buying a 
new car, he said. 


Employer gifts such as turkeys 


at holiday time and pen and pen- 
cil set at retiremement have 
been considered non-taxable 
items as long as they are of 
nominal value. 


Such things as cash bonuses of 


$50 or $100, however, have been 
considered taxable income in the 
past and are taxed at the same 
rate as the rest of an individual's 
income, a spokesman said. 


Even though the IRS hasn't 


been asked for a formal ruling 
on the employer car purchase 
bonuses, the agency is looking 
into the issue to make sure it's 
reading congressional intent 
properly before acting.

715% carcass and 28 5% by- 
products The value of the car- 
cass is $107 69, with about half 
that coming from the ham and 
loin 
Mandigo detailed 


By-products such as the inter- 


:..; organs, blood, and bonedust 


bring about $10 61 to the packer 
Such items find use as phar- 
maceuticals, animal foods, 
adhesives, and gelatin, Mandigo 
said 


"The total return to the 


packer from an average market 
hog, then, is around $11831 
That hog costs him $103 32 (at 41 
cents a pound) Subtract costs of 
killing the hog, chilling and 
freezing facilities, and distribu- 
tion costs, and there's 24 cents 
profit on that hog 


"That 24 cents per hog may 


look low to you," Mandigo 
suggested "Remember that the 
pork industry operates on 
volume The profit per pig goes 
up as the packing house is 
operated closer to maximum 
capacity 


"However, I checked with 


several packers and they're 
ready to hire me if I can get 24 
cents on each pig Four out of 
five said they're losing $ 75 to 
$1 45 on each hog right now, 
although they normally shoot for 
a figure at or above that 24 cents 


"These plants continue to 


operate even at a loss," he 
explained, "because it's less of a 
loss than letting the plant stand 
idle And there are labor con- 
tracts to contend with "
